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I have the honour to submit herewith, a 
letter recently received from the Principal of the 
Blue Quill's Boarding school at Sacred Heart, this 
Agency, relative to the purchase of a new engine for 
the deep well there. 


In recommending this purchase, I would like 
to state that although this enginé, purchased only five 
years ago, it is now completely worn in the cylinder 
and piston head, rod and valves and though they have 
from time to time spent a lot of money in repairs, its 
performance is very poor and the echool is therefore 
obliged to haul water from the river, some three miles 
distant. 


It ie realized that the Department have spent 
a considerable sum in machinery at this school and it 
was with a view to getting a 6 H.P. engine for the pump, 
that I arranged to run the washer and dough mixer off 
the one 3 .P. engine installed and so economize in 
that iine. 


The Department will realize the necessity of 
having a good engine inetalled to supply water for the 
school as the well is 151 feet deep and some 400 feet 
from the building.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions I called on the Commissioner 
of Irrigation, Calgary, (Mr. Tempest) md asked for the site plan 
of the above mentioned: school. Mr. Tempest said their Mr. Jennings 
had the matter in hand, and Mr. Jennings took me to their Mr. French 


who had been to the site more recently, and who had gathered data 
bearing on the situation. 


Mr. French showed me several sheets of drawings showing 
profiles, contours, etc, of the locality, and unfinished plans of 
water systems and sewage di sposal works. Mr. French said that before 
completing the plans for these auxiliary services he would like to 


confer with me on the site, and as I was leaving next day for St. Paul, 
Mr. French came too. 


On arrival at the school site I found that the well which had 
been drilled was choked with quicksand. Its original depth of 468 feet 
now measures only 335 feet by actual test. Had it not been for Mr. 
French's assurance that he checked the original measurement, I should 
be inclined to doubt the correctness of the greater depth claimed. 
Apparently the quicksand has risen 133 feet from the bottom of the 
well, thus shutting off the water vein at the bottom of the casing. 
Although there is now Rixfmmtxmfxwaker 240 feet of water in the well, 
which comes to a point 95 feet below the surface of the ground, we 
have a solid column of quicksand below,of 133 feet depth, which at 
present effectually shuts off the water intake. Moreover, Mr. French 
informs me that at the end of a 48 hours' test which he supervised 
personally, the pump raised the water at a e only slightly over 
3 gals. per minute, and that at the end of this period the quicksand 
choked the cylinder, thus stopping the pumping. 


This well is of very doubtful value, and entirely inadequate 
even if it functioned at all. The contractors are now on the ground 
erecting their camp, and the excavating has been let to a local 
teamster. I asked that no excavating be started until the water supply 
is assured, and this work is being deferred in consequence. 


We sent for a local driller, and Mr. French arranged with 
him to commence drilling another well next Tuesday, the 24th instant, 
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‘about, oF 8 feet to one side of the existing hole. I am told that 
wats usually found in the locality at a depth of about 120 feet, 
put that in the previous case the driller had cased off this vein 

in order to get softer water at the greater depth. We have a different 
driller this time, and one said to be much more reliable, and he is 
very sanguine of getting ample water from a comparatively shallow 
well. Even if this water from the nearer vein does prove somewhat 
hard, I should hesitate to incur the expense of deeper drilling in 
view of the recent experience, and soft water fro boiler and laundry 
purposes could be got by means of & rain-water cistern such as we 
installed at Old Suns School for this very purpose.- 


I am leaving to-day for Gleichen to get things wound up ther, 
and to issue the final Certificate to the Wyndels Co. I aim at 
returning to St. Paul next Friday, the 27th inst. to be present to 
put a baling test on the new well, and to satisfy myself of a 
sufficient water supply before allowing the construction work to 
proceed. The contractors' representative, Mr. Borgford, Jr. fully 
coneurs in the action I am taking in this regard; in fact he says 
they could not carry on their work with the present inadequate and 


precarious water supply. 


Mr. French is also returning to Calgary, and will go ahead 
with his vane for water storage on the assumption that sufficient 
water will be secured from the new drilling... I will advise the 
Department promptly by wire of the results of the further efforts 


to secure sufficient water. 


The conditions for sewage disposal are not good, but we shall 
try to work out a feasible scheme, and I shall make this feature 
the subject of a later letter.

Sir: 


As already intimated, there has been some delay getting the 
well-drilling rig hauled to the school site. Owing to heavy 
rains the roads became almost impassable, and the driller was 
four days hauling his rig the 20 miles to the site. After 
playing out his horses he finally had recource to a caterpillar 
tractor, and finally succeeded reaching the job last Thursday 
evehing, the 26th instant. This information I received by 
wire and long-distance 'phone after reaching Calgary on my way 
north. I therefore returned to Gleichen, as I deemed it useless 
going there until at least two or three days' drilling had first 
been done. 


I shall leave here for Calgary on the evening train, and 
take the midnight train for Edmonton, and shall arrive at St. 
Paul to-morrow, the 30th instant. I shall be on the site on 
Tuesday, July lst, and shall make a very careful and accurate 
check-up of the well which should be brought in by about that 
time, and shall wire the Department as soon as a sufficiency 
of water is assured; and shall supplement the wire with a 
written report. 


I duly received the Department's letter sanctioning the 
use of "Superior" windows in the class-rooms and dormitories of 
the Blue Quill school. I saw a model of these windows in the 
office of the Gordon Lumber Co. at St. Paul, and this style of 
window seems to possess some desirable features. 


Just as soon as the water supply is proven I shal 
allow the contractors to proceed with the excavating. 5

I beg to submit the following report on my in- 
spection in connection with the proposal to improve the 
water supply of the Edmonton Indian Residential School 
near St.Albert, Alberta. 


Date of inspection: June 27, 1930. 


Since I reported on this water supply on May 10, 
1929, several improvements have been made. In the first 
place an underground rain water tank has been constracted 
of about 9,000 gals. capacity. Water is drawn from this 
by means of a steam ejector to supply the small service 
tenk from which the boilers draw their supply by their own 
injectors; provision is also made for heating the tank by 
means of a jet of steam; last winter, the rain water sup- 
ply being insufficient, snow was shovelled into the tank 
and melted by this jet. This work appears to have been 
very economically carried out. 


The power head or pump jack which was condemned 
in my last report has been replaced by a new Myers self 
oiling power head; repairs have also been made to the 
drop pipe and pump rods in the well which makes them more 
accessible. 


Additional hydrants have been provided in the 
building.

The proposed improvements outlined by Mr. Woods- 
worth are briefly as follows. 


1. fo drill a new well about 20 feet from the exist- 
ing well ina position where he feels sure of 
tapping the same supply at a depth of 165 or 175 
feet; the power head at this well to be worked 
from the same motor as the existing well by means 
of a line of shafting. 


les. 
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To put in two additional 1000-gallon pressure 
tanks in line with the existing two and a small 
one at the pump house to supply the stock water- 
ing troughs. 


If we accept the general principle of these im- 
provements I should modify them slightly. The location of 
the new well is chosen because Mr. Woodsworth feels certain 
that it is possible to get water there from the same source 
as the existing well. This is quite true, put I think that 
if a new well is drilled it is worth while attempting to 
strike an independent source af supply. Last year there 
seemed to be good reasons for putting the new well near the 
boiler house and I think these reasons still hold. I con- 
sider that an expenditure up to $400 would be justified 
in trying out another site before returning to the locality 
of the original well. 


In any case Z should prefer the pumping machinery 
on the new well to be*éntirely separate unit. This need 

not entail increased 6xpenditure as a 12" stroke power head 
with air compressor attachment coupled to a 5 heD» motor with 
automatic starter equipment can be purchased for less than 
the price of the power head on the existing well and will be 
quite sufficient to supply the school. The provision of an 


automatic starter will ensure the pressure tanks being reason- 
ably full at all times instead of practically empty as they 
must be in the mornings at present. 


The proposed small pressure tank in the pump house 
can be almost automatically eliminated. A check-valve will 
be needed above each well to prevent one pumping into the 
other; at present there is a check-valve at the pressure 
tanks in the boiler house which prevents tack pressure om 
the well. If this be removed to just above the well the 
farm trough can be fed from the pressure tanks. 


The cost of this installation will be as follows. 
Allowance for trial well (may not be needed) $400. 
Cost of well 175 feet deep with 5 5/8 casing 

4" drop pipe, brass cylinder and cypress 

rods. $1000. 
Myers 12" stroke self-oiling working head with 

5 hep.

If a well of good quality and quantity be obtained 
ana this machinery be installed, the school will have a 
first class water supply for domestic purposes, 


I do not feel that the same gan be said about 
fire protection, The two existing pressure tanks and the 
two new ones will have a total capacity of 4000 gallons but 
when deduction is made for air space, and the probability 
of them being partially empty, about 2000 gallons is the 


t 2) 
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most that can be relied on in case of fire. ‘this might 
give about twenty minutes supply at two nozzles, in which 
time the two pumps would supply about 400 gallons addition- 
al. 


There is the rain-water tank with a capacity of 
about 3000gallons; it had to be filled with snow last 
winter, and is almost empty at present. The water in it 
is there to be used and is only replaced when rainfall 
occurs. In the circumstances I do no consider that any 
expenditure on pumping machinery to make it available in 
case of fire would be justified. If water is in this tank 
when. the fire brigade arrives from Edmonton it will be avail- 
aole for them to use. 


Although the main shell of the building is of 
brick and hollow tile construction this quantity of water 
appears to be a somewhat meagre provision. If development 
is to be along the lines set out above further pressure 
tank storage can be provided at 80¢ to $1.00 per gallon 
of water actually available for fighting fire up to the 
limit that the Department is able to spend.

By the method outlined in my report last year 
some 20,000 gallons exclusive of rainfall would be avail- 
able for fire fighting purposes at a cost on an equivalent 
basis of between $5000 and $6000 of about 28¢ per gallon. 
This system suffered from the disadvantage that it would 
be necessary to start up an engine if a fire should occur. 


As regards the pressure, the pressume-tanks 
would give the best pressure at first, while the pump method 
would give more than the elevated tank, but the last men- 
tioned method would be the least liable to break down. 


It is very difficult to decide upon a recommenda- 
tion without some knowlecge of how much the Department is 
prepared to spend and unwise to make partial expenditures 
which do not form part of a co-ordinated whole. 


If the Department is only prepared to spend some 
$3,000 or $4,000 then the scheme set forth seems to be the 
pest, but if the amount they have available exceeds $6,000 
and particularly if it amounts to $8,000 I should recommend 
that it be spent upon storage and fire fighting equipment 
rather than well drilling. 


The existing well is an excellent well; its 
quality is fair although it contains some soda which makes 
it unpalatable after storage. In quantity it is quite 
adequate. It is said to have yielded 40 gallons per minute 
on test without lowering. When I was there last week the 
pump was only making 18 strokes per minute or about 10 
gallons. Even on a laundry day it would apparently not run 
more than half time so that there is a large reserve supply. 
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The case for an additional well is based upon 
the possibility of a break-down. This might happen 
through the failure of the engine or motor drive or of the 
power head of of something going wrong in the well itself 
such as a break of the rods or the drop pipe. I am also 
informed that sand is coming slowly into the well and 
that at some date it will require cleaning out, 


‘ The repairs to the well have removed most of the 
dangers of a break-down there and the existing gasoline 
engine might serve as a stand-by to the motor already 
sanctioned, so that the case for an additional well does 
not seem so strong as it was a year ago. 


If storage is provided the objection to using the 
stored water for drinking purposes could be overcome by 
bye-passing it and using directly from the existing system; 


while the taste might be endured for the time when repairs 
are being made. 
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T am not prepared to say that a second well will 
not be required at some date but my own opinion is that 
with adequate storage it can be indefinitely delayed. 
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My report of last year included a considerable 
amount for piping separate firelines to the hydrants and for 
other fire fighting equipment, which may be eliminated if it 
is not considered desirable to spend so much money, It 
would also appear that by helping the contractor with labour 
and cartage Mr. Woodsworth can carry out conerete and build- 


ing work at a cheaper rate than a direct contract can be let 
at.

The work of construction on the above-mentioned building is 
now away to a good start, there being at present about 30 men 
on the McDiarmid Co's pay-roll. 


The excavation is now completed, and the top soil has 


been stacked by itself so as to be available for the top covering 


of the ground later on. 


To-day a start was made on the running of concrete, and 
the pier footings were placed, all heavily reinforced with steel, 
as called for in the specifications. 


An enormous pile of rocks has been hauled by local 
residents, and the contractors' rock-crushing plant is in daily 
operation breaking up the stone to suitable sizes. 


After a good deal pf prospecting suitable sand was 
found about two miles from the building site. The pit is being 
opened out more, and the top covering of soil removed, and I'm 
hopeful we shall get sufficient sand from this source to complete 
the job. It 1s unusually good sand, course, full of tiny particles 
of disintegrated stone, and in conjunction with the crushed rock 
should give us excellent concrete. In a careful check-up of the 
concrete mixture to-day, I found it necessary to add about 20% 
more sand, reducing about 20% of the rock, and keeping the cement 
the same, in order to get the best consistency for the footings. 
The deviations referred to mean, of course, deviations from the 
proportions mentioned for walls in the specifications, and applies 
only to the pier footings where we have the reinforcing. For the 
wall footings, and for the walls themselves, we shall watch the 
mixture closely, and I think we may get good results with about a 
10% increase of sand, and a corresponding 10% decrease of rock, 


and the same quantity of cement as specified. A large steam 
concrete mixer is being used. 
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«ne contractors have erected suitable camp buildings, a good cook 
and capable helper are providing good meals, for which the men are 
being charged 45¢ per meal. 


Building materials are arriving by every train, and being 
hauled out to the site by tractor power.

§ second baling test produced 600 gallons per hour and 38 


lowered the water to a 25' level. The water is hard but 
good for drinking purposes. Some coarse gravel and sand 
were found at the 104' level and 4 little fine sand was 
raised in the water while baling. The contractors are 
now making preparations to install a temporary pumping 
plant to use this water in connection with their work. 


The deep test well, it has been revealed, 
is not filled with quicksand as previously reported. 
From investigations made by Mr. French it would appear 
that a boulder hed been dropped into the well which 
lodged at a point 335° from the surface. In an effort 
to pull the inside casing this boulder became dislodged 
and fell to the bottom of the well. In all probability, 
this well will supply all the soft water required and 
also serve as an emergency well.

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I had a call to-day from the plumbing, heating, roofing and 
sheet metal contractor (ir. Reeve, of Lethbridge) and we went 
over the plans and specifications together as relating to his 
manifold sub-contracts. Several suggestions were made as to 
slight changes, viz:

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1o grease traps are specified for the scullery. If we are to 
provide one for each scullery sink, of the water-jacket type, 
connected up complete, they will cost $94.00 each. . 


In the specifications the self-closing faucets are mostly in 

staff rooms, and in the boys' and girls' wash rooms the faucets 
are the compression type, which are not self-closing.

not reverse this arrangement? We did so at Gleichen. The difference

Should the vents from the boys' and girls' lavatories not the be 
extended to vent the toilets, as was done at Gleichen. This would 
cost $60.00. 


Mr. Reeve recommends that the basement rads be raised to come 
above the level of the steam mains, so as to heat freely at times 
when the pressure is low. lr. lker, of Dunham Co., holds the 
same view. There would be no extra charge if arranged for in 
advance. 


It 18 suggested that both chimneys be raised 10 ft. above the 
ilghest point of roof in order to get good draft. There is a 
knoll covered with trees near by which might affect the draft 
when the wind is from that quarter, and this in conjunction with 
the circulation around the area walls of the roof, wight have an 
adverse effect on the draft. An extra x@x#% 7 ft. would Bive us a 
10 ft. clearance above the roof. I have no price on this, but 
would expect the extra height to cost about $20.00 per foot. 


Owing to the hardness of the water which we are using from the 
last well YowBe drilled, and which Gives no lather at all with 
ordinary soap, it would seem advisable to provide a rain water 
cistern. This could be placed either beneath laundry floor, or 
just outside the laundry, my own preference being inside, covered 
with a reinforced concrete slab finishing flush with the laundry 
floor, with manhole opening, and overflow to laundry dwain. we 


followed this Plan at Gleichen, with every satisfaction. The

probably about a 4000 gal. cistern would serve all purposes, and while 
I have no price on this proposed cistern, it would likely cost from 
$450 to $500 complete with intake and outlet connections.

In’ compliance with the request in your letter of the 9th 
instant, I called on the various owners of the land across whose 
properties the suggested alternative route 1' north or south of 
the quarter line through Sections 7 and 12 would be built. In 
order that any arrangements made with the several owners might be 
legal and binding, and not subject to being revoked by a possible 
change of mind, I deemed it prudent to have a legal form prepared.

Blue Quill Indien Residential School at 
St. Paul, Alberta. 


Introductory. 

fhe Blue Quill Indian Residential School now under 
construction is located four miles by road west of St. Paul de 
Metis, Alta., upon a branch line of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways 127 miles easterly from Edmonton, The school is located 
in a school section in @ well settled community. 


Yopographically the section is undulating with no 
decided slope in any direction. There are many small depres- 
sions which apparently overflow into the large shallow slough 
in the SWt of the section. 


A gravity sewage disposal plant was found impossible. 
A gravel sub-irrigation disposal bed was considered expensive 
and unnecessary. It was ultimately decided to build a stand- 
ard septic tank similar with one exception to that used at the 
McIntosh Indian School at McIntosh, Ontario. The effluent from 
the main chamber would be discharged intermittently into a 
sewer pipe by a sump pump instead of by anther syphons. 


The sewage would be conducted through a 6-inch 


800 feet to a depression to the south- 
west of the school. The discharge end of the sewer line will 
be hidden from the school by 300 feet of poplar bush, The 
sewage will flow westward to a large slough in the southwest 


quarter of the section. 


General Description. 


As can be noted from the general plan the septic 
tank is close to the west side of the school. The sewage from 
the toilets, baths, etc., is carried to the main chamber of 
the septic tank. The laundry water will be conducted directly 


to the overflow chamber, 


Considerable thought was expended in devising a 
suiteble method of disposing of the effluent from the septic 
tank and of the laundry waste. Because of the severity of 
the winter climate and lack of adequate slope in the land it 
was found necessary to discharge the effluent intermittently 
in large quantities so that it would not freeze close to the 
outlet from the sewer and eventually block it, but flow a 
considerable distance away before freezing, It is expected 
that the midwinter sewage will freeze and form ice before 
it reaches its destination in the afore-mentioned large slough 
in the southwest quarter of the section, Hence it was neces~ 
sary to keep the discharge end of the sewer as high as possible 
@bove the bottom of the depression. It was found thet two feet 
was all thet the pipe could be raised without getting it above 
ground. Most of the pipe will be close to the surface of the 
ground and covered with a fill. To avoid an unsightly fill 


vitrified clay pipe, 
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close to the school it is intended to encase 300 feet of 
pipe in a creosoted plank box filled with insulating mater- 
dal and use a shallow earth cover for that section of pipe. 


As before mentioned the main chamber of the septic 
tank structure is the same as constructed for the McIntosh 


Indian School at McIntosh, Ontario. The effluent will pass 
over a weir into a receiving chamber holding close to 900 gals. 


This receiving chamber will also receive the laundry waste. 
(The rain water from the roof is not to be handled by this 


system but run out upon the ground about 200 feet back of 


the school). 

A sump pump will sit upon a reinforced slab above 
the effluent amd discharge intermittently into the sewer pipe, 
The capacity of this pump will be 40 to 50 gallons per minute 
and will hence empty the receiving chamber in 20 minutes. 


The sewer pipe projects into the receiving chamber 
and will receive the effluent as it is received in case the 
sump pump for any reason should stop. 


This structure has been very carefully designed 
in order to utilize every inch of fall and yet function pro- 


perly. 

The grade of the sewer pipe is three-tenths per 
cent. One manhole has been provided half way along the pipe- 
line for inspection and cleaning purposes. 


Entrance to the main chamber of the septic tank 
may be had through a 16-inch cast iron mamhole or through 
an opening from the receiving chamber. The interior of the 
receiving chamber will be lighted with one electric globe, 
The walls should be whitewashed to brighten up the interior.

We are enclosing a copy of a night letter 
which we sent to you last night giving the cost of the 
proposed line to your School at St. Paul de Metis. 


AS suggested in the wire we agree to furnish 
all the material required tor the construction of a 5 phase, 
2200 volt line trom the town limits of St. Paul de Metis to 
your School, a distance of roximately 23 miles. This 
material incluaes 1 - 15 K and 1 - 79 K,W, transtormers, 
Substation structure and service leads. We will also obtain 
all necessary easements for this line and have than registered. 
The total cost to your Department will be $4,997.00 if the 
MeGregor Construction Company do the work for us and $5,161.00 
if the Brotherston Wlectric do the work. 


You will uncerstana that our origir tender 
of $5,100.00 was mage up on the basis of using 1 = 25 K.W. ana 
1 - 10 KW. transformers, but following the suggestion in your 
wire of September 9th we have revised this as above, the 
difference in cost between the two transformer banks veing 
$105.00. As mentioned in our previous tender the cost of that 
part of the line within the Town Limits will be borne entirely 


by this Gompany.

Review of sirst Proposition. 


"wo wells were drilled to 104 feet and 461 feet, 
respectivelye, ine first, containing very hard water, 
elivered 600°¢allons per hour in a two hour test and 

ht even deliver 1,000 gallons per hour. ‘this well is 
being used by the contractors and to be clearing 
upe Probably by next winter the aT ill have cleared 
sufficiently to be pumped direct f into 
the pressure tanks thout first being 
sand settling tank and a filtering tank. ‘the capacity 
of this well seems ample for the school requirementSe 

the t - well, containing very soft 
delivered 200 gallons per hour with a hand p 
day teste ‘this is not at all the cayacity of th 
which appears to be drilled into a very powerful vein of 
water in the above test a teaspoon of sand was rdged to 
every gallon of water or about one gallon of sand in every 
700 llons of water. uring the two day test 5,000 gal- 


lons of water were pumped and about 7 gallons of sand, 


sufficient to f 4 1 casing. During

A deep well pump ght require frequent replacing of washers 
upon the cylinder and even a new cylinder occas onally until 
the well cleared upe (It is presumed that the deep well 
Would clear up as other wells in that district have already 
done). An air lift stem might develop leaks in the air 
pipe requiring attention and also, the air mp (costing 
about $100.00) might require replacing. If the deep well 
failed to clear up sufficiently to satisfy the entire needs 
of the school, there is little doubt but what it would supply 
in ten hours about 1,500 gallons of 


soft water. whe hard 
water well would supply all additional water required. here 


is also the possibi y

is also the possibility that the deep well would clear 
up and ke anexcellent producer and be of a more 
permanent nature than the shallower welle 


Summary. 


in the secom proposition there is only one 
well, one pump, two jressure tanks and a softening tank. 
there is a simplicity of operation tut also the possie- 
bility of the occasional cleaning of the pressure tanks 
of sand, and the possitility that the well 
There will be a saving of about $2,000. if 
the water softener does not exceed $1,000. 


in the first proposition there will be a com- 
plete duplication of units such as two wells, two 
pressure tanks and two means of forcing water into the 
pressure tanks. ‘this will insure no interruption in the 
water supply. if the deep well clears up there will be 
provided a greater abundmce and m certain supply of 
good water than from the second proposition whe the 
deep well was to be abandonede

Report upon the proposed water supply instal- 
lation for the Blue Quill Indian Residential 
School at St. Paul de Metis, Alta. 


Introductory. 


The Department of Indian Affairs is now construct- 
ing a residential school four miles by road west of St Paul 
de Metis, Alta., a town upon & branch of the Canadian Nation- 
al railways, 127 miles north and easterly from Edmonton. This 
report deals with the methods to be used in providing for 
adequate water supply from two drilled wells. 


General. 


fhe school is intended to house approximately 150 
people. The water is desired primarily for domestic consump- 
tion and the calculations are largely upon that basis. The 
water required for fire protection is of secondary considera- 
tion since the building is strictly of fireproof construc- 
tion. 


CANADA 


To provide for domestic consumption and any small 
fire that might occur in the contents of the building, 100 
gals. per minute should be ample allowance. Since any fire 
in the building would be of very short duration only a limit- 
ed storage has been provided. Two 1600-gallon pneumatic 
ressure tanks will be operated at & maximum pressure of about 
Bo to 90 lbs. per sq- inch, This will be augmented by 15 to 
20 gal. per minute pumped from a 5000-gallon concrete reser- 
voir nearby. 
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The data for domestic consumption for such an in- 
stitution seems rather meagre. In one school in the West 
a daily per capita consumption of 40 gals. was reported. This 
seems rather high, not knowing the circumstances, and would 
indicate the need for a check-up upon the system in use. At 
Maple Creek the domestic consumption for 63 residences, hous- 
ing 287 children and adults, is 13 gallons per day. This 
water is all carefully metered and paid for upon that basis. 
The above houses are all equinped with modern santiary con- 
veniences. The pressure upon the ground floor has of neces- 
sity been maintained at 17 lbs per sayare inch for several 
years. 


However, in the present plans provision has been 
made for a daily per capita consumption of 30 gallons for 
domestic purposes. (4500 gals-per day). Is is suggested 
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that in the building the pipes for fire and domestic purposes 
be kept separate, and that a pressure reducer and regulator 
be stalled for domestic system. The following pressures are 
recommended for the domestic system:- 


Second floor 20 lbs. 
First floor af 
Ground floor 30 
Basement floor E | 


These pressures will decrease the trouble from 
leaky taps and connections (always @ source of annoyance 
and waste of water where the pressure is 75 to 80 lbs) and 
reduce the daily consumption. 


The amount of water used by the stock which may be 
ordinarily kept upon a section farm should not be high. 


The laundry and boiler water will be wholly obtained 
from rainfall during the greater part of the year and stored 
in a 5000-gallon concrete cistern under the laundry room. Dur- 
ing the winter months soft water may be obtained from the deep 
well. Since this cistern is now very likely completed it will 
not be dealt with in this report. 


The pump house structure containing a pump room, a 
5000-gal. reinforced concrete reservoir and a room holding 
two pneumatic pressure tanks is located at the base of a small 
knoll 370 feet northwest from the school. The water will be 
obtained from two wells; one 104 feet deep giving good, but 
very hard, water, and one 461 feet deep giving soft water. 

The pumps will be electrically driven with power obtained from 
the Calgary Power Company's plant at St. Paul. 


The nature of both wells has created a difficult pro- 
blem and the need for a more expensive plant than would other- 
wise have been required. As, for instance, at the Indian 
School at Gleichen, Alta., the existence of an old proven well 
with a capacity of 1000 gallons per hour has simplified the 
works to the need of only one deep well pump and pneumatia 
storage. At St. Paul the water supply is from two newly drill- 
ed wells, the nature of whose future performance is still an 
uncertain factor. While the wells are being proven the school 
must be provided with an adequate suoply of good water. The 
abundance of underground water has never been questioned but +t 
the best method of handling it has required much thought, 
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The existing wells in the St. Paul district contain 
more or less fine sand and clay when first drilled but tend to 
clear up with moderate continued use. 


Pumping Machinery. 


It was considered advisable to install in the deep 
well, which has only a 4+ inch casing, an air lift system of 
which there are several already in operation in the West. It 
may be possible to obtain a considerable portion, or all, of 
the daily needs from this soft water well. If the sand ce&Ses 
to rise it may be possible to replace the air lift system at 
some future date with a standard cylinder deep well pump. 
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In the shallower well a Crane deep well pump, 
similar, (but smaller in size), to the one now in operation 
at Gleichen is recommended. This well tested 600 gallons 
per hour with 25 feet of water standing in the casing. The 
contractor will be pumping from this well for his require- 
ments all summer. A pump with a capacity of 450 to 500 
Imperial gallons per hour is recommended. 


The water from both wells will be turned into a 
settling basin for the removal of the sand. It will over- 
flow into a filter tank containing layers of fine sand, 
coarse sand, gravel and erushed stone to remove the clay in 
solution. Thence it will flow into the 5000-gallon reservoir. 


The water will be pumped from the reservoir to the 
pressure tanks with a pressure pump (probably a Decatur tur- 
bine pump) having a capacity of about 900 to 1000 gallons per 
hour. Air will be forced along with the water in the seme 
operation in order to maintain the required amount of compress- 
ed air in the pressure tanks. The suction pipe will have a 
loose, or swivel, joint resting upon the bottom of the reser- 
voir and the end of the pipe buoyed up by a float so that at 
all times the top clean water will be drawn off. 


To provide for the contingency that this pressure 
pump should for any reason fail to function the Crane deep 
well pump should also be connected to the pressure tanks so 


that water may be pumped to them directly from the shallower 
well under a pressure, say, of about 30 to 35 pounds. This 
will maintain a supply to the school under a lower pressure 
until the pressure pump functions properly. By this arrange- 
ment the water supply system is supplied with complete dupli- 
cate units such as two wells, two pressure tanks, and two 
means of forcing water into the pressure tanks. 


Description of pump house structure including @ 

pump room, pressure tank room and reservoir. 

The pump room portion of the structure will be 
12* oO” x 16'3" outside measurements. Te floors and that 
part of the walls below ground will be made of concrete and 
the walls above ground of brick. The pump room will contain 
the sand settling tank, filter tank, stove, and the three 
sets of pumping machinery described above. 


The two pressure tmks will be housed in a room 
attached to the south side of the pump room and be completely 
buried for frost protection. The floors and walls will be 
made of concrete but the roof of creosoted timbers in order 
to provide for the easy removal of the pressure tanks when- 
ever required for replacement. An overhesd reinforced concrete 
beam supporting the upper part of the wall between the pump 
room and pressure tank room converts their interiors into one 
large room. 


The reservoir will be attached to the west side 
of the pump room from which easy access may be had thromgh an 
opening in the west wall. The reservoir will be of reinforced 
concrete throughout, and be covered with two feet of earth for 
frost protection.

\ Report on Blue Quills School St. Paul, Alta. 


sir: | 

Good progress is being maintained in the construction of the 
above mentioned school by The J.McDiarmid Co.-, Ltd., general 
contractors, of Winnipeg and Calgary, there being petween fifty 
amd sixty men now employed. 


The brickwork is up to the window sills of the lst Floor, 
of the main building, and up to the window heade of the Chapel, 
and by the time this Report reaches Ottawa, the brickwork should 
be completed up to the ceiling of the lst Floor. Fourteen 
pricklayers, under an efficient foreman, are carrying this 
branch of the work forward rapidly, and good workmanship is 
being done. Oakum is being used around window frames and outside 
door frames as called for, and a frequent source of draughts 
should thus be overcome. 
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The stonework is being installed as the walls go up, and an 
experienced stone mason does the setting. The Tyndell stone sent 
us is generally good, although we have had to ask for a little 
replacement in a very few instances of defective stones. The 
stonework of the main entrance looks ornate and distinctive, and 
will impart dignity to the whole building. 


We have had good success with the floor slabs of Ground and 
1st Floors, there not being a single crack in evidence throughout. 
Within a week or ten days we expect to run the slab of the 2nd 
Floor, which will be the last one. It 1s a great advantage being 
able to get this important work done without having to contend 
with frost. After considerable deliberation, we decided to 
defer putting on the finish topping until the roof is on, and 
the bulk of the traffic over, and unusual care will be exercised 
to secure a bond, and this work will be done by expert cement 
finishers, and as called for in the specifications. 


No basement floors have yet been run except in the boiler 
room. Six inches of additional excavating has been done, and 
broken stone to this depth is now being spread to cut off the 
ground dampness of the moist elay sub-soil. Within the next few 
days the concrete floors of the basement will be laid. 


The drains for sewage and kitchen and laundry waste have 
been installed, and subjected to the usual water test which in 
this case revealed a cracked pipe, and several weeping joints, 


but whieh was remedied before filling in was done. The sewer 
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leaves the puilding at T'- 3" below grade, and has been given 
the prescribed fall of 4" to the foot run.

The electrician is placing the necessary lines of conduits 
as the work proceeds. There will be additional requirements in 
providing for power lines to the laundry, bakery and prospective 
pumping house, and I have asked him to submit a suitable layout 
with estimate of cost for these services, and,when received, I 
shall forward same to the Department for approval. 
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Material deliveries have kept well ahead *% of the work, 
and all the Tyndel stone, pressed and common prick, tile,and 
steel beams, columns, joists, etcg are now on the ground. The 
erection of the steel columns and ‘beams has proceeded with 
remarkable precision. 


About a week ago I had a call from the Rev. Father Angin 
am Sisters from Sacred Heart, and the first question I was asked 
was about the much-covetted passageway for the Sisters from the

sanction this expenditure. They 
perhaps realizing 
peneficient government can 
grant. 


Regarding electric light and power for the school, I am 
hoping soon to receive the Department's decision with respect 
to the tender of the Calgary Power Co. tor pringing electric 
current from their plant at St. Paul. 
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The question of septic tank and sewage disposal is also in 
abeyance. I understand that full data bearing on this service 
was sent forward by the Commissioner of Irrigation, Calgary, 
and no doubt the Department will appreciate the desirability 
of having this essential work done before freeze-up. In my 
letter of Sept loth I mentioned that I had collaborated with 
Mr. French in designing a suitable system to meet the peculiar 
conditions existing, and I consider the scheme submitted is 

just what is needed at this place. 


The source of water supply for the school, amd the best 
means of delivering it, is another very important matter 
awaiting the Department's decision. I have a copy of the Keport 
submitted by Mr. French to the Commissioner ot Irrigation, and 
also the blue print of the proposed building and equipment. Mr. 
French has gone into the subject so lucidly and exhaustively that 
it seems that nothing more can be added to what he has already 
Stated, except, perhaps, a little passing comment on hisReport. 


There seems no question but what the water in the deeper 
well 18 of better quality, being sott as proved by it lathering 
readily with orainary soap in cold water. This well is 463 ft 
deep, the casing from top to bottom is only 44", and it would 
not be feasible to install a pumping plant of large Capacity 

in this well,-- probably about 250 gals. per hour being the 
maximum. The water stands in the casing to within 100 ft. of 
the surface of the ground, but we have no data as to the level 
it falle to under pumping. There is also a condition of sand 

to contend with, which might cause much trouble from cutting 
cylinder leathers, or even the cylinder itself, thus making 
necessary the frequent arduous task of lifting the well piping. 
On the other hand this well might clear itself within a 
comparatively short time, and give no further trouble from sand. 


Sept 26th, 
I stopped my Report at this point because it occurred 
to me that something more definite should he known as to the 
capacity of the deep well before asking the Department to incur 
perhaps unnecessary expense in a water service. I therefore 
asked the contractors to change their pumping outfit from the 
shallow well which they have drawn from since the job started. 
They dia this, adding more drop pipe and pump rod, and lowering y 
the cylinder 175 ft, or 75 ft in the water. We have now been ».a “We. 
pumping from the deep well nearly all day for three days. The 
results are very encouraging. The large amount of sand in this 
well as indicated in previous reports, and which threatened to 
choke the well, now seems much less menacing, and the water is 
already coming almost clear. The main factor of doubt now seems 
to be the capacity of the vein supplying this well. The contractors 
were unable to use the same size cylinder as they had been using 
in the shallow well because of the smaller Casing in the deep 
well (only 43") and the rate of pumping from the deep well under 
the test now going on is only 115 gals per hour. However, we 
have procured a special eylinder which I think will about double 
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the present capacity, and next Sunday while the work of construct- 
fon 1s shut down, the contractors will draw the well piping and 
attach the special cylinder. I shall then check the performance 
of this well closely, and after two or three days' pumping I 

hope to be in a position to make an intelligent recommendation 
regarding the water supply and pumping plant. I think it very 
probable that we shall be able to dispense with some of the 

outlay indicated in Mr. French's Report. 


Every man in the Camp appreciated the change of water, 
as that from the deep well is so much softer. 


When in Calgary I asked the Commissioner of Irrigation 
for a copy of the analyses of the water from the wells here, but 
1t could not be found. I have therefore sent samples of the 
water from both wells to the Provincial Laboratory at Edmonton, 
and hope soon to receive analyses of the samples, copies of 
which I will forward you. 


In my night-letter of yesterday's date, asking for 


authority to dig the trench from the well to the school, and 
lay the water pipe, I also mentioned that we are testing both 
wells, and that I expected to make a recommendation within the 
next few days. As the season is advancing rapidly, I am anxious 
to get these auxiliary services installed before severe freezing 
weather sets in. Last night we had 15 degrees of frost. 
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Since commencing the first part of this Report, the 
conerete floors of the basement have been laid.

Re- Sewage Disposal & Water System, Blue Quills School. 
Sir: 


With regard to the Plan of the suggested Sewage Disposal 
System for this school, prepared by Mr. M.French, of the Staff 
of the Commissioner of Irrigation, Calgary, and already dealt 
with by me in my letter of Sept 10th. The scheme as outlined 
4n Mr. French's Plam and Report is exactly suited to the peculiar 
conditions existing here, and I have no hesitation in recommend- 
ing its adoption in its entirety. I have been in daily expect- 
ation of receiving the Department's instructions to proceed 
with this work. 


WATER SUPPLY AND EQUIPMENT. 


No doubt you are now in possession of the Plan for Water 
Service prepared by thm Mr. French (Plan F4811, Sheet #3) and 
his Reporte of Aug. 16th and Sep't 5th addressed to the 
Commissioner of Irrigation. 


Mr. French has devoted much time and very careful thought 
in designing a suitable Water Service for this school, and the 
scheme as shown on the Plan, and recommended in his Reports, 
provides for every possible contingency that might arise. He 
was guided, of course, by the data and information available to 
him at the time, and by his deductions drawn therefrom. 


As intimated in my general Report of Sept 20th, and completed 
on Sept 26th, we have been experimenting with the deep well, 
and I have had it under close test and observation during the 
past 10 days, and during this time all the water used by the 
contractors in their work of construction has come from this 
deep well. We have drwen and lowered the well piping several 
times so as to test the well at different depths of pumping, 
and have experimented with different cylinders, and I have 
checked the amounts of water delivered under the different 
conditions. This work has of necessity been an expense to the 
contractors, but I took it on myself to authorize this necessary 
experimental work, and a charge for the labour and material 
4nvolved will eventually be rendered the Department. 


We are now pumping from the deep well at the rate of 
250 gale of water per hour, using a 3"x 12" cylinder, placed 
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175 ft. below the surface of the ground, and with an, take pipe 
attached to the bottom of the cylinder. Originally 
he) in the casing was within 100 ft. of the surface, 
db under pumping at the rate mentioned it was found that the 
water level had dropped only 30 ft. At present the cylinder is 
submerged 47 ft in the water, and with the intake added, we are 
drawing from a point 62' below the working level of this well. 


We have raised a good deal of clay in solution, and 
considerable sand, but this condition is Amproving steadily. On 
an examination of the cylinder last night, after 1o days' 
pumping, no wear was noticeable on the ‘leather washers, which 
fact removes the fear of excessive wear on the cylinder from the 
sand content of the water. 


I have not yet received the expec ted reports on the water 
samples sent to the Provincial Laboratory from both wells, but 
there is no question as to the superiority of the water from 
the deep well for all ordinary purposes. Our engineers, however, 
report this water harder to hold in their high pressure hoisting 
and concrete-mixer boilers than was the water from the shallow 
well, but as we are providing the school with a rain-water 
cistern, water for the heating and laundry boilers in the school 
will be available from this source. 


Now for my recommendation: I agree with Mr. French that 
both wells should be made available for the needs of the school, 
which means there should be 4 pumping plant Anstalled over each 
well. I would aim at supplying the school entirely from the 
deep well owing to ite superior water, but in the event of an 
insufficiency of water, the supply could be augmented from the 
shallow well. (Note: the "shallow" well 18 104 ft deep, and the 
"deep" well is 463 ft deep) A pump of sturdy design, and a 
capacity of 300 gals. per hour should be installed for the deep 
gaakimm well; and one with a capacity of 500 to 600 gals. per hr 


for the shallow well, in which there is a larger casing, and an 
abundance of water. 


Where Mr. French shows the pbuilding, or pump house, on 
his Plan, I would dispense with all the underground part, and 
build simply a small well-house above ground, of about 8'x 12! 
in size, of brick and tile, concrete foundation and floor, with 
door, window and prick chimney. I would place two pressure tanks 
of 1500 gals each, in an extension from the boiler room of the 
school, south of the coal bin, and with access through a door 
from the boiler room, and with a Blab roof over. At this point 
the tanks could be installed at less cost than elsewhere, for 
two of the walle are already there, and the guages would be 
under the observation of the engineer more readily. The pressure 
tanke should be equipped with man-holes, and so placed as to be 
readily flushed out. A 2k" galvanized pipe line would bring the 
water from the pumps ina 7' trench to the pressure tanks; the 
pumps would be motor-drivem, with automatic starters and cut-outs. 
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% the water from the deep well would be the main supply, and 
probably the only supply, piped into the school, there would be 
no need of a water-softening plant; and as the water under the 
actual pumping now going on is clearing itself, there would be 

no necessity for filtering or storage tanks as shown in Mr. 
French's drawing. Both pumps should be connected direct to the 
water supply line leading to the two pressure tanks to be 
located in a chamber extending from the boiler room of the school. 


The foregoingy recommendation provides for a simple install- 
ation similar in most respects to that installed in other schools, 
the main difference being that I am recommending two pumping 
plants, one for each well, instead of the usual single unit. The 
cost I estimate at approximately $5000.00, including the two 
pumping units, motors, water line, pressure tanks and chamber, 
well house, and incidentals. I would respectfully suggest that 
the contractors be authorized to perform this work at proven 
cost, plus 10%, in which event I should personally select the 
mechanical equipment, and obtain from the manufacturers their 
guarantee of successful performance. Should the Department 
approve my recommendation, but prefer that the contractors 
submit a definite tender for all the work complete, I shall 
gladly carry out instructions to that end, or any other 
instructions which the Department may see fit to give. 
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In departing from Mr. French's recommendations and Plan, 
I do not wish to appear to be treating his views lightly, for I 
have nothing but the highest praise for the great pains and care 
he has exercised in designing a water system for this school, 
but in view of our more recent findings it would appear that a 
much simpler and less expensive water service will meet the 
requirements.

The steamfitters have the heating boilers installed, and 
the mains run, amd most of the risers and returns placed, but 
the breeching to connect the boilers to the chimney has not yet 
arrived, nor have any radiators yet been received, but these 
too are supposed to be in transit. 


The plumbers are well ahead with their roughing-in, and are 
about ready for the second water-test, but we have no place to 
run the test water to, and we dare not leave the water in the pipes 
for fear of freezing, so this, also, is having to be deferred. 


The electrician is also carrying his work forward as the 
progress of the building makes possible. 


Under date of Oct. let I wrote the Department with regard to 
the necessary power wiring, and additional power and light outlets 
required, for which provision should be made during construction. 
With my letter I enclosed a blue print and layout submitted by 
the electrical sub-contractor (Brotherston Electric Co.) and 
an estimate of cost quoted by him. As it is desirable to have 
these various lines laid during construction, I asked that the 
Department wire me in reply, but no word of any kind has come 
in response. This additional work is being held up pending 
the Department's instructions, except that I had the electrical 
contractor lay a conduit from the power room in school to the 
outside of the building nearest to where the septic tank will be 
located. It was nec jary to place this conduit previous to the 
laying of the conor floor in basement. Current will be conducted 
through this line to operate the motor in the 2nd chamber of the 
septic tank. 


In recent correspondence I have had a good deal to say 
about the water from the two wells which have been drilled here, 
and I'm sorry to advise that the Subject has not yet been 
exhausted. You will recall that the first well was drilled toa 
depth of 463' in an effort to get a supply of soft water, but 
that under a pumping test carried out by Mr. French the perfor- 
mance of this well was unsatisfactory, much sand and mud being 
raised, and the well eventually choked and the water ceased 
coming. We then drilled a second well, to a depth of 104', and 
got an abundant supply of water which enabled the contractors 
to go ahead with their contract, but the water from this shallow 
well was found to be very hard, strongly flavored with iron, and 
altogether not very suitable for Supplying the school. During an 
interval when the contractors were not using very much water, I 
got them to set up their pumping plant over the deep well, and 
bb ge oe, deal of experimenting in the Way of getting the

Duri this long test we found the water steadily cleari 

at the 1 4t was just slightly cloudy. Everybody in the Camp 
apprec of water, and it seemed that our troubles 
4n this regard were over. I got an excellent report on this 
water from the Provincial Laboratory-- a copy of which I sent 
you na in my Report on the er question I recommended that 
the water from the deep well the main supply for the school. 
We had been pumping at the rate of 250 gals. per hour, and it 
seemed that this rate of Avery might be increased when the 
permanent pumping plant } -{nstalled. During the 10 days' test 
referred to, all the er used in construction, and in the 
Camp, came from the deep well, and the supply was abundant for 


all purposes. 


Then trouble came very suddenly. On starting the pump, 
after standing over Sunday, it was found that something 
happened, the water came extrem ely mddy, and then choked up 
and stopped! The contractors drew the well piping and cylinder, 
cleaned the mud from the latter, added 40' more well piping and 
rods, and tried again. More very muddy water was raised, but in 
a short time the water again stopped coming. On again drawing 
the cylinder and piping it was found that the water level had 
dropped 100', and that the well was choked. On lowering a 
weight down the casing it was found that there was 80' of md 
at the bottom of the well, which had cut off the intake. As the 
contractors had to have water for their work, they changed their 
plant back to the shallow well, and have since been drawing 
all water from that source simam, and the deep well has been 
temporarily abandoned. 


Knowing that at Elk Point, 20 miles east of here, a well- 
driller named Frederickson, had just arrived with a modern 
rig to drill a well for the Municipal Hospital there, and 
wishing to get expert advice on our water problem, I went to 
Elk Point to see him. I explained the whole situation to him 
as fully as possible with regard to the performance of our deep 
well, and asked his opinion as to what, if anything, could be 
done to save this well. Mr. Frederickson has had many years' 
experience in drilling, and perhaps knows the structures in this 
part of the country as well as anybody does. He thinks the 
trouble is from a @ up" from the er vein itself, and 
that 1t may or may not possible to this well, but he 
Says we have a good “sporting chance" doing His recommend- 
ation is that have a well-driller set up ove: @ well, and 
drill and bale out the mud until the well is clean, pumping 
may be found necessary also. Then when the we: lean, he 
suggests that screened gravel be poured down the casing to a 
depth of about 100%. The gravel, he thinks, will not only act as 
a sort of filter, but its weight will tend to hold back the mud 
and prevent a repetition of the "squeeze up" which has occurred. 


In answer to my question as to what he woulda charge to come 
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with his rig and do this work, he estimated the total cost at 
from $200 to $250. Owing to the smallness of the casing in this 
é deep well (4%) he would be to some expense in getting rigged 


up for this particular job, and would also have to procure additional 
eavy rope for drilling, and extra cable for baling. Also he 

would be under the expense of shipping his rig to St. Paul, and 
hauling it to and from our job. 


According to Mr. French, this deep well has already cost 
somewhere about $3000.00, and it might be good business to 
spend another two or three hundred dollars on the chance of 
saving it. Also, if we have to use the hard water from the shallow 
well for supplying the school, it would seem necessary to 
install a water-softening plant. 


I shall be glad to receive the Department's instructions 
with regard to this serious situation which has arisen. I have 
asked the well-driller to hold himself open to come here next, 
after finishing his work at the Elk Point Hospital, and that I 
would let him know the Department's decision at the carliest 
possible date. He expects to be at his present job for a week 
or lo days, and if he then moves away to other work we may not 
be able to get him or any other driller for an indefinite time.

With regard to the electrical refrigeration as provided 
for in the plans of the above school, will you please instruct

In the play-rooms of basement, and in the main dining roon, 


also in class rooms and dormitories above, are exposed L Columns. 
In other schools where such columns were round, we did not case 


and plaster them, but painted them grey for five feet, and white 
above. In this way they look well, and offer the minimum obstruct- 
4on. But in the case of the 1 Columns in this school where 
exposed, I shall await your instructions whether just to paint 
them, or to case and plaster them. I think those in the play -rooms 
might be more easily damaged, if plastered. 


Only basement sash have been thus far received, and the 
erection of the gypsum partitions, and the plastering, are 
awaiting the closing in of the windows. These are expected at 
any time now, being reported en route from Port Arthur. We are 
now getting zero weather, but without snow. 


The septic tank and sewer line are being installed, and we 
are having to break through about a foot of frozen crust. The 
carpenters should fimish the form work of tank to-day, and if 
the present cold weather continues, we shall have to heat the 
ingredients for this work. 


The erection of the pump house is being deferred until the 
well-driller comes and sees if he can bring the deep well back 
4nto production. He is still at work at the Municipal Hospital 
at Elk Point, 25 miles east of St. Paul, and it may be another 
week or two before we can get him and his rig here. In this 
connection, will you please inform me as to whom I should go 
for prices on the pumping machinery. I have the O'neill-Morkin 
Machinery Co., of Edmonton, on the list previously sent, but 
should I get other prices to?

Except for the delay occasioned by having to wait for 
windows, the work has progressed very satisfactorily of late.

The Blue Guill Indian Residential School now under 
construction is located four miles by road west of St. Paul de 
Metis, Altae, upon a branch line of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways 127 miles easterly from montone 1e@ school is lo ated 
in a school section in a well settled country. 


Topographically the section is undulating with no 
decided slope in any direction. ‘There are many small depress- 
ions which apparently overflow into the large shallow slough 
in the SW4A of the section. 


A gravity sewage disposal plant was found impossible. 
4A gravel sub-irrigation disposal bed was considered expensive 
and unnecessary. It was ultimately decided to build a stand- 
ard septic tank similar with one exception to that used at the 
MeIntosh Indian School at MeIntosh, Ontario. Whe effluent from 
the main chamber would be discharged intermittently into a 
sewer pipe by a sump pump instead of by anthes syphons. 


The sewage would be conducted through a 6-inch 
vitrified clay pipe, 800 feet to a depression to the south- 
west of the schoole The discharge end of the sewer line will 
be hidden from the school by 300 feet of poplar bushe ‘he 
sewage will flow westward to a large slough in the southwest 
quarter of the section. 


General Description. 


As can be noted from the general plan 
tank is close to the west side of the 2 sewage from 
the toilets, baths, etc-, is carried to the m 1 chamber of 
the septic tank. ‘The laundry water will be conducted directly 
to the overflow chamber. 


Considerable thought was expended in devis ng a 
suitable method of disposing of the effluent from the septic 
tank and of the laundry waste. Because of the severity of 
the winter climate and lack of adequate slope in the land it 
was found necessary to discharge the effluent intermittently 
in large quantiti so that it would not freeze close to the 
outlet from the sewer and eventually block it, but flow a 
considera distance away before freezing. It is expented 
that the midwinter sewage will freeze and form ice before 
it reaches its destination in the afore-mentioned 1 ge slough 
in the southwest quarter of the section. Hence it was necess- 
ary to keep the discharge end of the sewer as high as possible 
above the bottom of the depression. It was found that two feet 
was all that the pipe could be raised without getting it above 
ground. Most of the pipe will be close to the surface of the 
ground and covered with a fille To avoid an unsightly fi11 
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close to the school it is intended to encase 300 feet of 
pipe in creosoted plank box filled with insulating mater- 
fal and use a shallow earth cover for that portion of pipe. 


4s before mentioned the main chamber of the septic 
tank structure is the same as constructed for the McIntosh 
Indian School at McIntosh, Ontario. The effluent will pass 
over a weir into a receiving chamber holding close to 900 gals 
This receiving chamber will also receive the laundry waste. 


(The rain water from the roof is not to be handled by this 
system but run out upon the ground about 200 feet back of 
the school.) 


A sump pump will sit upon a reinforced slab above 
the effluent and discharge intermittently into the sewer pipe. 
The capacity of this pump will be 40 to 50 gallons per minute. 
and will hence empty the receiving chamber in 20 minutes. 


The sewer pipe projects into the receiving chamber 
and will receive the effluent as it is received in case the 
sump pump for any reason should stop. 


This structure has been very carefully designed 
in order to utilize every inch of fall and yet function 
properly. 


The grade of the sewer pipe is three-tent 
cente One manhole has been provided halfway along the 
line for inspection ant leaning purposese 


Entrance to the main chamber of the septic tank 
may be had through a 16-inch cast iron manhole or through 
an opening from the receiving chamber. ‘he interior of the 
receiving chamber will be lighted with oneelectric clobee 
The walls should be whitewashed to wighten up the interior.

Steady progress is being maintained in the construction of 
Blue Quills School, and the weather during past few weeks has 
been moderate, and only an inch or two of snow covers the ground. 


We have had several below zero dips, however, and the ground 
is frozen to about one foot of depth. 


The septic tank and sewer line are completed as far as can 
be done at present. This work has been done according to the plan 
prepared by the Water Branch of the Department of the Interior, 
Calgary. There still remains the installing of the motor-driven 
11ft pump in the 2nd chamber of the tank, and this apparatus is 
coming from Ontario. Also, the sewer line has yet to receive 
its earth covering during the greater part of the line where the 
tiles come close to the surface, but as the ground is now frozen, 


this ploughing and scraping work will have to be deferred till 
the spring. 


The 2500 gal. pneumatic water tank arrived a few days ago 
and is now being installed in a prepared concrete chamber 
adjoining the boiler room, access to which will be through a 
doorway to be cut through the concrete wall of said boiler room. 
The tank will be covered by a reinforced concrete slab which 
will finish on the same grade as the adjoining roof of coal bin. 


The well driller , Mr. Frederickson, whom I have engaged 
to clean out our deep well of soft water in an endeavour to 
bring it back into production, is still at Elk Point, 20 miles 
from here, where he is putting down a second well for the 
Municipal Hospital. In speaking with him by phone yesterday he 
Said he expected to reach a water-bearing strata within another 
day or two, and to be able to come to our job in about a week 
from now. Much depends on the effort to save our deep well as 
its water is infinitely superior to the hard, iron-tainted 
water we are at present using from the shallow well. I will keep 
the Department informed as to developments in this regard. 


The principal work now going on is the Plastering, this 
part of the contract now being about one third done, and it gives 
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romiseof being a first class Job. The steam boilers are in 
operation, and sufficient radiators have been set up to Give 
the necessary heat for the drying of the plaster and keeping 
frost out of the building.

astering has been the main activity during recent weeks, 
and 1t will be quite another week before this pranch of the 
contract can be finished. At this place we have been free of the 
dust blizzards which were so frequent at Gleichen, and such a 
tribulation to all concerned. ‘he plastering is looking well, 

and go far we have scarcely any cracks. both boilers have been kept 
going day and night, and the drying of the plaster has been steady 
and uniform, and during the milder days we have also allowed 
currents of outside air to pass through the building. Just single 
windows are so far installed, with the result that a lot of ice 
forms on the outside window sills from the damp inside air meeting 
the outside frost. The effect of this ice on two or three Tyndell 
stone sills has greatly surprised us, it having caused noticeable 
disintegration. The condition causing this will not arise in the 
future, it being caused by the excessive moisture from within 
running down on to the stone and freezing there, in consequence of 
the plastering in mid-winter. All the sills will be carefully 
examined for defects before we take over the building; the contractors 
nave already ordered new sills to replace the ones showing trouble. 
The stonework of the building looks particularly well, especially 
the main entrance, the latter feature receiving many favourable 


comments from visitors. 


Three painters are now busy staining and painting the inside 
trim. The ingredients are being supplied by the contractors, and these 
local painters have been awarded the contract for labour only. The 
chief painter has worked at the trade most of his life in London, 
and seems painstaking and efficient. Sometimes while watching him 
at work I am entertained with descriptions of famous buildings in 
the world's metropolis painted by him, and of the peers of the 
realm who often employed him. His two grown-up sons are his helpers, 
and they, too, are experienced painters, which circumstance would 
seem to vrove that great talent is sometimes hereditary.

The 
flow will be helped by the initial impulse from the pump, and Mr. 
French pronounced the conditions satisfactory from an engineering 


standpoint. 


The well-driller, Mr. Frederickson, has not yet arrived here 
with his drilling rig. He has been engaged to set up over the deep 
well, and drill out the sand and mud now lying at the bottom of the 
casing to a depth of 80', and to do all possible to bring this deep 
well back into satisfactory production so that the school may have a 
Supply of healthy soft water. Mr. Frederickson has had a whole series 
of discouragements in drilling for the Municipal Hospital at Blk Point, 
but in the end he succeeded in getting what 18 believed to be an 
ample supply of water for that institution. I am informed that he was 
commissioned to procure and install a pumping plant, and that after 
this 18 done, he will move his outfit here. He is due to arrive at 
any time now. I shall report promptly to the Department the results 
of the drilling here. I consider this water question one of extreme 
importance, and if we can succeed in Securing the soft water from the 
deep vein it will prove a Great boon to the school. The water from the 
shallow well, though ample in quantity, 18 so extremely hard and so 
impregnated with iron, that it is unpleasant to use and possibly 
detrimental to health as well.

It seems to me that the Department will have to choose between 
making another attempt at drilling for soft water or installing a 
water-softening plant at the school for treating the water from the 
shallow well, if this institution is to have a pure water supply. I 
called the driller in to my room to-night, and in answer to my 
questioning he told me he is confident he can secure a good supply of 
soft water from the deeper level by drilling a new well, and by using 
6% "screw and socket" casing, and by following his own methods which 
have proved successful elsewhere under similar conditions. He 
refuses to use inset casing at all. His terms for drilling are *1.50 
ver foot with board and water for self and man, or $1.75 per foot and he 
supply board and water.

On the 26th ulto. I wrote you stating that I expected 
to return to St. Paul within a week or 80 from that date. 


Unfortunately my expectations were not realized, my 
ilinese proving more persistent then anticipated, and the 
doctor summarily veteod tne idea of an early resumption of 
my duties. Dr. Stanley, M.P., kindly came to see me during 
his hurried vieit here during the Easter recess, and said 
he would call on you on his return to Ottawa and explain my 


prolonged absence from my job. 


Everything is progressing well at the Blue Quills 
School, the painting being nearly completed, and the grading 
of the ground is now being done. The well driller has 
brought in an ample supply of apparently good water at a 
depth of 327 feet, put we are awaiting the report of the 
Provincial Analyst as to the quality of the water pefore 
deciding whether or not to drill deeper. 


I hope to be back in St. Paul in time to make the 
final inspection ot tne sonool and to take over the building 
on behalf of the Department.

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With regard to the additional millwork required, such as 

tables, benches, cupboards, pews, shelving, etc, and as 
6G cnumerated.in a list I sent the Department on April 16th, 

I am daily expecting to learn the Department's intentions. 
This list represents the requests of the local authorities 
with respect to their requirements. At the time of sending 
you the list I was too 111 to work over a drawing board, so 
was just able to send you some rough sketches which I had on 
hand from previous jobs. However, I think you would have no 
difficulty in understanding just what is wanted. I shall be 
pleased to carry out whatever instructions I may receive, and 
if so desired I could call on millwork people in Edmonton or 
elsewhere and obtain competitive prices, but shall do nothing 
of this kind unless definitely told to do so. Possibly you are 
already doing this from Ottawa. 


The question of a barn is raised each time any of the 
staff from the old school call here, and only yesterday the 
matter was referred to again. Under date of Sept 18th last I 
wrote the Department on the subject, and enclosed a suggested 
plan for a barn for Blue Quills School. Regarding the request 
for a root-house under the barn, I ayim now of the opinion that 
4t would be unwise to build a root-house there. When digging 
out a sump-hole, which we filled with rocks, at the outlet of 
the roof-water line at the rear of the school. we encountered 
water at a depth of 7'. This condition might not apply at the 
barn site which is on somewhat higher ground, but I should not 
care to take the chance. I think it would be safer to build 
the root-house into the side of a knoll about a hundred yards' 
distance from the barn site. A piggery and hen-house is also 
being asked for. I am expecting plans from the Dep't of 
Agriculture, Edmonton, of a piggery and hen-house adapted to 
local conditions of climate, etc, and after receiving them I 
will write again regarding these subsidiary buildings. I believe 
the McDiarmid Co. would give an attractive tender as it would 
give them a chance to use up materials now tied up in their 
temporary buildings. 


CANADA 
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To-morrow I expect Mr. Borgford here, and we shall then 
60 over the accounts pertaining to the additional work 
authorized, and within the next few days I expect to issue the 
final certificate, and accept the building on behalf of the 
Department. I take it that. any further work which the Department 
may authorize may be settled for through the issuing of Vouchers, 
and that it is not necessary to keep the contractors waiting 
much longer for the monies now due them. The McDiarmid Co. have 
given us a first class job of construction, and I'm sure the 
officials of the Department will be very pleased with the 
building when they have occasion to visit it. They have a good 
name in the building trade, and their reputation will be 
further enhanced by the new Blue Quills School. I will, of course, 
take from them the usual 12 months' guarantee called for in 
the specifications.

Regarding the shallow well of hard water drilled by the 
Department for the work of construction, I would point out 
that we have @ water-line laid from this well to the school, 

a distance of about 330'. Should we not place a small building 
over this well, and install an inexpensive pumping plant there 
too? In case of a breakdown of the main pumping system this 
would then serve as an auxiliary during repairs, and save any 
interruption in the water service. I would further suggest 
that this proposed auxiliary system be operated by a gasoline 
engine, and then in case of any interruption in the electric 
current from the St. Paul plant, the smaller pumping plant 
would be immediately available. Will you please instruct me in 
this regard.

good. The pupils presented a clean and tidy appearance. 
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They are provided with plenty of good wholesome food, 
including meat, bread, vegetables, fruit, and milk. 
Eleven cows were being milked at the time of my visit,

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The jmnior classroom is in charge of 
Sister Menard who has had fourteen years experience in 
primary work in Indian schools. ghe had had no Normal 
training, but appears to have a special talent for 
instructing the small children. The senior room is in 
charge of Sister A. Gagnon who had had seven years 
experience. She has had no Normal training; her standing 
is Grade 12, academic. The pupils appeared to be 
making fairly good progress.

Sir:- 


With reference to my Report of May 15th, perhaps the time 
is now opportune for bringing to the attention of the Department 
again some of the matters referred to in said Report. 


The pump chamber, as authorized by the Department in the 
telegram of May 19th, was completed by The J.McDiarmid Co., Ltd., 
some time ago, the account for which will soon be forwarded for 
payment. 


With regard to the pumping equipment required, I called 
on the 5 Edmonton firms mentioned in the Department's letter of 
June 24th, and procured tenders. The best price was secured from 
Messrs O'neill-Morkin Machinery Co., go the order was placed 
with this firm for a Canadian-made “McDougall" deep well pump 
with a 12" stroke, and with the working parts enclosed in oil. 
This ie a recent addition to the McDougall line. The pump will 
be driven by a 5 HP motor, with automatic starter and cut-out. 
This model had to be ordered from Galt, Ont., and my last advice 
was that it was to be shipped on July 24th, so we are now in 
daily expectation of its arrival. Through the courtesy of the 
general contractors, we have been allowed to use their temporary 
pumping outfit for keeping up pressure in the building pending 
the arrival of the permanent plant. 


Is it the intention to paint the concrete floors and 
base in the various rooms and passageways? As no concrete 
hardener was specified or used, it would be a distinet advantage 
to paint these surfaces with a good concrete paint, such as that 
made for the purpose by the Sherwin-Williams Co. This treatment 
would add to the wearing qualities of the cement floors, prevent 
dusting of the surfaces where exposed to much wear, and add to 
the appearance of the floors. The concrete is now all thoroughly 
ary, and in excellent shape for taking the treatment suggested. 


In the two recreation rooms in the basement there are 14 
windows which, perhaps, should be protected with wire guards 
such as have been installed in other schools. If this should be 
authorized, I should like authority also to inolude wire guards 
to protect the exposed belts and pulleys of the laundry machines. 


Regarding the additional millwork required to complete 
the building, such as tables, benches, shelving, pews, etc, I 
shall be glad to carry out any instructions concerning these

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& requirements. I gathered from a previous letter that it was the 
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Department's intention to prepare a detailed list of these 
articles, and call for tenders from Ottawa. 


No doubt the Department has in mind the need for a stock 
barn for the school farm, and I shall be glad to supervise the 
erection of this important building. One or two St. Paul men 
are anxious to get this work, but from what I can learn of their 
performances elsewhere in the district I should hesitate to 
award important construction to them, unless under very olose 
supervision regarding both workmanship and materials. 


The Rev. Principal states that a hen-house and piggery 
are also needed. In this connection I wrote to the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture asking if they could supply plans 
for these auxiliary buildings, and in reply I received a plan 
of a poultry building, which I am enolosing herewith. This 
plan might be reduced in length to keep down the cost, and it 
could be extended afterwards as occasion required, and as funds 
permitted. It seems a good design of building for this climate. 


In my Report of May 15th I drew attention to the well 
that was drilled for the work of construction, situated about 
400' distant from the school building. A 2" gal. water pipe 
has been laid in a 7' trench connecting this well with the 
school water system, and although this water is very hard and 
not recommended for general use, it would serve very well as 
an auxiliary system in case of a breakdown in the main pumping 
service from the deep well of soft water located close to the 
storage tank. I suggested that it might prove advantageous to 
install an inexpensive gasoline-driven pump at the shallower 
well so that in case of any mishap to the main water supply, 
or any interruption in the electric current from St. Paul, this 
auxiliary service could be brought into operation at once. There 
ie ample water in this shallower well too. Should the Department 
sanction providing this additional water supply, should we not 
erect an inexpensive frame pump-house, about 8'x 10', to give 
protection to the pumping plant at this well? 


Awaiting the Department's further instructions, which 
will receive my careful and prompt attention,

ghown on his detailed statement enclosed herewith. 


It will be noted that this account inoludes an item of 
$90.00 for salvaging the well casing in the well we wore obliged 
to abandon. Owing to an unexpected delay in the arrival of the 
new pump from Galt, Ontario, and as Mr. Frederickson had in the 
meantime arrived on the job with his outfit in readiness for 
4nstalling the new pump and heavier well piping, I took it on 
myself to employ him during part of the interval in salvaging 
as much as possible of the casing in the abandoned well. We 
were successful in recovering casing as follows: -

60' "5 5/6" * or 470' altogether. 


The Department will recover two or three times the cost of 
pulling this casing. The R.C.Chureh, at a parish just west of 
St. Paul, is taking 100' of the 5" casing, and I have $74.00 
ready to remit to Ottawa as soon as I can get time to go to the 
bank. Some of this casing is bent and dinted from driving, and 
otherwise damaged, but the great bulk of it is fit to use again. 


The 2nd item, $67-50, 18 self-explanatory, and in order. 


Yesterday I had the electrician here from the town plant 
to connect the current to the motor of pump, after which the 
new pumping service was started. For a few minutes everything 
went fine, then suddenly the water stopped coming, and the pump 
stuck. The well-driller said sand had choked the oylinder! 
Fortunately his rig is still here, although 4t was his intention 
to pull out to- to the R.C.job, but he will remain until we 
overcome the trouble. To-day he is taking up the well piping and 
cylinder. (He has just come in to say he now has the piping and 
eylinder raised, and mud and sand has caused the trouble) 


Apparently the change from the small capacity of the 
contractors' pump (225 gals. an hour) to one of 600 gals an 
hour has had the effect of raising mud and sand with the water, 
with the result mentioned.

With reference to my letter of the 24th ultimo, in which I 
reported trouble in the new well at this school caused by sand 
and mud choking the cylinder, I am now able to report that the 
well-driller, Mr. Frederickson, and helper, after raising the 
piping and cleaning out the cylinder, drilled and baled out 
the well. Two days ago the pump was again started, and has 
since been running continuously, with most encouraging results. 
We are now pumping at the rate of 600 gals. per hour, delivering 
the water outside where it runs to waste. The driller thinks 
4t was the long period of comparative inactivity in the pumping 
of er that allowed the accumulation of sediment and sand in 
the well. He recommends that almost continuous pumping take 
place until such a time as the building becomes occupied, and 
that then the normal daily consumption of water by the school 
will prevent any repetition of the trouble we have experienced. 
Eventually the water vein is expected to clear itself. The water 
a | pumped is of excellent quality, and only slightly 
cloudy. 
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The plumber is now here making connections from the new 
pumping plant to the large storage tank in the adjoining 
chamber. While this work is being done I am having him make 
provision for the future delivery of water under pressure to 
the barn, from the pneumatic storage tank. I shall refer more 
fully to this feature in a separate letter on the subject of the 
new barn, the plane and specifications of which were received 
by the last mail. 


The plumber, in addition to making connection to the 
pressure tank, will provide a branch line outside, so that 
besides keeping up pressure in the building, the main 
delivery of water during the next few weeks will be outside, 
as previously mentioned, in keeping with the driller's 
recommendation. I do not anticipate any further trouble with 
this well; on the contrary I expect it to prove of inestimable 
value in this district where good water is indeed rare.

I beg to enclose herewith the account of Messre O'Neill- 
Morkin Machinery Co., of Edmonton, to the amount of $573.92, 
for supplying the pumping plant recently installed at the 
above-mentioned school. 


It will be noted that their original tender has been 
supplemented by additional well-piping and rods; also it 
was thought advisable to attach a strainer to the bottom of 
the suction pipe. Then, too, the working barrel supplied had 
spring valves which I have found less dependable than ball 
valves, hence this change. The reason for the additional 
well pipe and rods was because of the possibility of the 
water level falling to an unusual extent under future demands. 
These additional goods, less the credit for the returned 
working barrel, amount to $81.16, as shown. 
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I am enclosing the 5 original tenders from the 5 firms 
in Edmonton from whom I had been instructed to obtain prices. 
The next nearest tender is that from S-L.Dobbin (only 24¢ 
aifference) but on examination it will be observed that Mr. 
Dobbin quoted on a 9" stroke pump, whereas the one supplied 
by O'Neill-Morkin has a 12" stroke (25% more water) and a 
uate peyers motor, which make their tender much the best 
received. 
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The firms tendering all quoted on the same list of 
requirements, and F.0.B.Edmonton. The O'Neill-Morkin Co. 
have apparently overlooked charging the Department for the 
freight (800 lbs) on the McDougall pump from Edmonton to 
St. Paul, but I thought it better not to delay forwarding 
the main account because of this omission, and this small 
item can be dealt with separately when the bill is received.

The let three items on the bill are for supplying and 
attaching 2 heavy steel plates to the top of the frame of 
the new McDougall pump, as it was found that the 5 H.P. motor 
supplied could not be attached to the frame of pump without 
making this provision. 


The 4th item of hard wood clamps is for taking the weight 
of the well piping (2200 lbs) instead of allowing this great 
weight to hang entirely from the pump thread. 


The last two items are for repairs to the sucker rode 
when the cylinder choked with sediment. 


I am glad to report that the new pumping plant has now 
been running continuously day and night for 4 days, and no 
further trouble has been experienced. We are allowing this 
surplus water to run to waste outside the building.

Re- Proposed Combination Barn. 
Sir: 


This will acknowledge the receipt of the plans and specifications 
of the proposed new combination barn designed for this school; also 
the Department's letter of the 27th ultimo instructing me to give 
tenderers the location of the barn, which I shall be Pleased to do. 


I also received the Department's telegram of the 25th ultimo 
asking me to continue as Inspector until Sept 15th, and for which 
slight extension of employment please accept my thanks. . 


Regarding the plan of the barn, it will certainly make a 
most creditable building, and should be most acceptable to the 


school staff, and prove an object lesson to the farmers of the 
district. 


It ie noted that the barn is to be equipped with water- 
Dbowls, and provided with an inside water-trough. This will call 
for care and experience in the plumbing, and the whole system 
of water supply should be so installed that the water intake 
could be shut off and the various lines drained in the event of 
danger of freezing at times of extremely low temperatures. 


No doubt it is the Department's intention to deliver water 
under pressure from the school wate stem. I have had this in 
mind from the first, and when the water line was laid from the 
shallow well to the school I had a tee placed at a convenient 
point in readiness for a branch line to the future barn. The 
plumber now at work here connecting the new pumping plant at 
the school to the pneumatic storage tank is being instructed 
to connect the pipe line from the shallow well to the outlet 
from the pressure tank. This line is already laid in a 7' trench 
from the shallow well about 400' distant from the school where 
4t was hoped the Department might authorize the installing of 
an auxiliary gasoline driven pump and small pump house which 
would be immediately available in the event of any interruption 
4n the main service. However, as no funds were available for 
this suggested auxiliary service, we shall cap this line at 
ite farther end below frost line, and should it ever be found 
necessary or desirable to utilize the shallow well, it would 
be a simple job to connect up with the line already laid. In 
the meantime this line will remain full of water, and at the 
said location of the tee the barn supply will be taken off. A 
gate valve is being placed on this line close to the pressure 
tank go that delivery of water to the barn can be controlled. 
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» The site of the new barn is about 300' distant from the tee 
from which the service to the barn water system will be taken off. 
This will call for the digging of a trench at least 7' deep, and 
the laying of a galvanized water line of not less than 14". This 
line should pass under the foundation of the barn, and rise 
4nside the building to feed the regulating tank of water bowls, 
and with a branch feed line to the water trough in passageway 
Dpeside the feed room. As already stated, provision should be made 
for emptying the barn service. 


Regarding the electric lighting of the barn, this has 
also been anticipated, and a service main is in readiness on 
the outside wall of the school for extending the electric current 
to the barn. Also, when the Calgary Power Co. built the pole line 
from St. Paul I got their foreman to leave us sufficient poles 
for the barn line too. 


I have not yet gone over the plans and specifications 
of the barn very thoroughly, but in glancing over the painting 
specification I did not see any provision for painting the roof. 
reece) the shingles not be given at least one good coat of o11 
atain’

Eneloged herewith is the account of Mr. J.E.Frederickson, 
well driller, of St. Paul, to the amount of $153.00, for 
services rendered in connection with the new well at this 
school, as shown in detail in said account. 


As previously reported, trouble developed in this well, 
and it was found necessary to drill and bale out sand and 
sediment which had accumulated, and which stuck the cylinder 
goon after the larger permanent pumping plant was installed. 
As this well had been carefully drilled, with a straight 
hole and large size casing, it was not a difficult task to 
set up the drill and do this work. The results are highly 
satisfactory, and the water 1s coming to-day perfectly clear 
and in good volume. 


CANADA 
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I regret very much that this additional expense has 
arisen, especially as there had previously been so much money 
spent on the original well which we had to abandon. When Mr. 
Frederickson rendered me his account last night for this most 
recent work, I pleaded with him for a slight reduction in his 
customary rate in view of all the circumstances, and he has 
very generously consented to allowing the Department a 
reduction of 25¢ an hour for the services of himself, tractor, 
woll-drilling rig and hired man, which allowance reduces his 
account from $170.75 as rendered, to $153.00 as amended.

The 
contractors rightly thought it an advantage to send a man who 
had worked there before, and was consequently familiar with the 
layout at Blue Quills School; also while this man was there he 
had instructions to check up on all the plumbing throughout the 
pbuilding to see that everything was continuing to function 
thoroughly. Another reason for my delay in accepting this 
account was that the time on the job oh ‘ble to the Department 
ae rendered by the plumber seemed ex e@ as compared to my 
diary entries at the time the work was performed. However, the 
labour as first charged has been partly absorbed by the contractors. 
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Regarding the plumber's travelling time and expense, after 
a good deal of discussion it was agreed that this item of $98.25 
be split 50-50--- half charged to the Department and half to the 
contractors. This seemed a fair adjustment.

The building is in a rather bad state on account of dampness that hae not yet 
been overcomed by heat.Many doors and windows cannot be opened,and those that have 
been opened cannot be closed.Ihe accordion doors that fit very well when fixed up 
by the contractor,are now 2 inches to» long-You will know by thie exemple if heat 
is needed in the new building. 

However,I will not trouble you any more with this question of coal-You have 
heard enough about it from ‘ir Gardner Smith and from me,and I wil) not buy coal 
any further by myself.1f I did it till now,it is because I wee nearly forced by 

r Gardner Smith who aesured me that I would be reimbursed,and o1lso,to prevent 
damages to the new building. 


I get you remenber that a trench of about 300 feet has to be dug and pipe-line 
laid to convey the water to the barn from the school-system.I will say the same 
for the electric line that has to be fixed up from the school to the barn.

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In this connection, I might state that on 
receipt of your letter No.118-1-5 of the 27th and letter 
of the 28th ultimo, I wrote Mr.Fraeer advising him of 
inetructions contained th in and in order to avoid delay, 
I delivered my letter with certificate forme to Mr.Fraser 
personally on the 3rd instant, the date of receipt of the 
letters above referred to. During the course of a discuss- 
jon on the construction of the barn, Mr. Fraser advised me 
that the foundation was not in accordance with specifications, 
a considerable saving in material and labor apparently having 
been made by the contractors in building the foundation, 
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Not having had any official information as to 
plans and specifications, I wae not in a position to check up 0 
the work being done, but from information given by Mr.Fraser 
I came to the conclusion that the contractors had made a con~ 
siderable change in the plan of the foundation, The information 
received from Mr.Fraser was based on observations made during 
a visit to the school site two or three days previous to the 
date on which he received his appointment as supervisor, In 
view of this, I suggested that Mr,Fraser wire the Department 
immediately, advising as to the manner in which the work was 
being performed,with a request for instructions if he consid- 
ered it necessary to condemn the work already done. 


Upon the receipt of your wire yesterday, I 
again went to St.Paul to see Mr, Fraser, He had just returned 
from an official visit to the Blue Quill's echool site, Mr. 
Fraser informed me that he had looked over the work carefully

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and although he found that the foundation was not made according 
to specifications, he was satisfied that it would ve suitable for 
the building. Mr. Fraser advised the contractors that while he 
did not wish to condemn the work done on the foundation, he would 
insist on a proper adjuetnent being made in connection with the 
saving effected in material and labor. I understand that the 
contractors agreed to this, The contractors had been at work 

for sbout fifteen days and the work had progressed so far that 
taking weather, eto., into consideration and being satisfied 

that the foundation, although not according to plan, would prove 
entirely satisfactory, Mr. Fraser stated that he dia not feel 
that he would be justified in having the work condemned, 
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The carpenter work is being proceeued with and on 
looking this over yesterday, Mr. Fraser founa it necessary to 
instruct the contractore to take up part of the flooring and 
to replace it with suitable material, diagonally, in accordance 
with specifications. I asked Mr. Fraser to submit by first mail 
a written report to the Department, 
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In view of the fact that considerable carpenter work 
can be performed by a crew of men sm in a day or two, Mr, Fraser 
intimated that two daye per week ia hardly sufficient for proper 
supervision ana that more time spent in supervising the construct- 
ion might avoid delays that might be caused in the event of it 
being found neceseary to have changes made in work done in order

He claime that the steam from a one 
way pipe cannot be properly utilized and that a great deal 
of steam is wasted. It was also noted that no arrangements 
had been made to carry outdoors, the steam from the pop or 
safety valves on the boilers. When the steam blows off, the 
boiler room is filled with a dense cloud of vapor and there 
ide always a certain auount of moisture from thie, Suitable 
pipe should have been installed to carry this out of the 
bullding. Piping, which will anewer the purpose at least 
temporarily, was being installed to take care of the escaping 
steam from the high pressure boiler.

I. Purpose of Report.

Il. Results of Inspection of Septic Tank. 
The tank is situated about 30 feet west of

It was found that the tank is not operating 
as a septic tank but merely as storage for raw sewage from 
the school. An accumulation of most of the summer sewage

waterlogged, offensively damp, and does not now fit 
tightly because of its damp condition. 
The chamber containing the motor and switch 


mechanisms is damp,including the walls. The switches are

of the damp atmosphere which of course is saturated with 
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hydrogen sulphide and other gasses. The motor had been 
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removed from the chamber for a considerable time as it was

found to be useless, at least temporarily. it has not been

in use since April. Everything in the motor chamber is wet

and rusted. The wires are rotten and "false currents" are 
caused by the damp air and by disappearance of insulation. 
The school engineer thinks that the float for activating 
the switch is too small. The writer did not see the float 
as it is buried in sewage. 

It is to be noted that the motor chamber is 
half-planked instead of being made of concrete. This is 


evidently for the purpose of providing ingress to the 
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moving parts in the pump chamber. 

There is apparently very little bacteria 
action in the tank. 

The overflow sewage - of course untreated, 
and apparently consisting only of the flushing water - 
flows from the end of the sewer 820 feet to the south- 
west. This escapes from the tank by means of the over- 
flow opening in the upper side of the sewer pipe which 
extends into the pump chamber. The flow into the sewer 
pipe was designed to be intermittent. 

The end of the sewer line consists of about 
55 feet of lumber conduit 10" square. The end is two feet 
off the ground and is not protected from frost. However, 
the flow has not yet been interrupted by formation of ice and 
functions well during the winter. 

‘Ymwe odour in the general vicinity of the tank 
is very strong and is a constant source of danger even in 


the present cold weather. In warm weather it must have been 


very bad and dangerous. 


Il. Necessary Improvements to Septic Tank. 


The trouble is evidently caused by an excess of 
moisture in the motor chamber, which tends to rot all 


susceptible material therein. All of this moisture 


apparently comes from the trap door. Several remedies may be 


considered, as follows? 
(17 Make a hermetically sealed entrance to the 


lower chamber instead of the trap door. This would need to 


contain a manhole for ingress. 


(2) Cause a circulation of air in the motor 
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chamber by making a hole in the concrete wall near the 
bottom of the motor chamber and connecting this with a 
pipe and grating on the surface of the ground immediately 
to the west of the tank. Then make a hole in the opposite 
side near the surface of the ground and connect this with 
a pipe running eastward to the wall of the building and 

up to the roof. This would cause a circulation of air and 
a draft to draw off the moist air in the chamber. 

(3) Build a lumber house say 9' by 9' by 7! high over the 
chamber. Install the motor switches and float mechanism 
in this house by lengthening the rods. The motor and switch 
should be repaired before installation. 

This latter proposal is favoured by the writer 
as it makes a permanent and a sure repair, as in his opinion 
the mechanism should be removed from the dampness. 

A visit was made to the Hospital in the town 
of St.Paul three miles away where a similar septic tank 
has been in use for a considerable time. The mechanism is 
similar but the motor is installed in a small house over 
the tank. They never have any trouble except that the 
hospital engineer has to mechanically trip the switch as 
the float is apparently too small. This tank never gives 
them any trouble. It was noted that the discharge pipe at 
the Hospital which is at least 3" in diameter comes up into 
the surface house. The pipe at the School is aboutl”" in 
diameter and extends about one foot above the floor of the 
motor chamber. No way could be found for ingress into the 
hospital tank. It appears to be entirely closed. How 
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repairs are made to the under part is not known. The 

cost of the house, repair of motor, extension of the mds 
and installation of the motor and switches should not 
exceed $300 and may amount to a less sum. A small 
chimney should be constructed for inetallation of a 


stove if found necessary. 
ZY. Bam Drainage System 


The sewage from the barn, that is from the 
troughs behind the horses and cattle, is collected by 
means of conduits into a sump just outside the small 
door at the east side of the barn. 

This sump is about 5 feet deep by 2 feet 
square. ‘This hole becomes full of both solids and limygids 
and has to be dipped out as it will not seep very readily 
through the surrounding soil, as was originally intended. 
The soil consists of clay, which explains the difficulty. 
Here again, two methods may be used. 

(1) Lay tile from the sump north-eastward to the 
the water course 3 or 4 feet below. 

(2) Deepen the sump to say, eight feet, and at 
about the frost line - 6 feet - lay 3 or 4 
lines of porous tile in several directions for 
a distance of fifteen feet. The lower portion 
would collect solids. The latter would appear 
to be the better method as a larger seepage 
area would be created. The fact that the sub- 


8011 consists of clay cannot be ignored. This 
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method would only increase the seepage area, 

but the construction of a axin over 100 feet 
long to the north-east would be difficult because 
of the paucity of disposal grade and changes of 


water clevation in the water course, 


Y- Heating System. 

This matter was not mentioned in the letter 
from the Indian Department but the Principal, Father Angin, 
brought it to the writer's notice requesting that it might 
be mentioned in this report. 

In short, the extreme ends of the building - 
east and west - in which are situated the class rooms and 
dormitories - do not heat properly although the centre of 
the building is too hot. The Sisters and pupils complain 
of the cold even at this early date. 

Although cold weather is not yet in evidence 
both boilers are now (November 1) being used. During very 
cold weather two carloads of ocak, oF two tons per day, 
are burned. Even the extremities of the building are too 
cold for comfort. 

In the first place, Father Angin considers 
the firebox too small. He also thinks that the pipes are 
improperly connected. As an instance of this he states that 


the Kelvinator was joined to the hot water pipes instead 


of the cold water pipes. This was corrected by the Kelvinato 


man after investigation. He thinks that they (presumably 
the contractor) may have made other mistakes. He states that 
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the "blow-off" of the boilers had also to be corrected. 
He states that the heating system has not 
given satisfaction on the whole. It has been badly 
connected, according to him 
The writer, not being an expert in heating 
systems, did not inspect this trouble but merely states 
what was told him by the Principal. 


Mie Gonclusions. 

This report is prepared immediately in 
order that early consideration may be given to the 
condition of the septic tank as repaire are urgently 
needed. 

The writer will find it necessary within 
two or three weeks to visit Onion Lake Anglican School 
where a water-supply installation is being made. If 
authority be given by the Indian Department to build the 
house and repair the motors at an early date the two 
activities could be carried on at the same time, thus 
Saving expense. The improvements to the septic tank should 
be made immediately as they are a constant source of danger 
due to the large accumulation of raw sewage in all of the 
chambers. It is useless to simply repair the motor and 
replace it in the chamber as it would again deteriorate 
within 8 days - a space of time mentioned by the school 
engineer, 

The request was made in the letter from the 
Indian Department that, if possible, the question of barn

Dear Mr. Orr:- 
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I checked over the heating plant at the 
Blue Quills school at St. Paul while Mr. Gardner-Smith was 
on the job and the changes to be made were listed and he saw 
that they were carried out. Our main trouble on the job was 
the priming in the boilers caused by the alkali water. We had 
to haul water from a small lake to overcome this difficulty. 
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This heating system, using a return trap, 
will require a little pressure to heat the ends of the mains 
but now that you have electrical power at this school it might 
pay you to install a vacuum pump, trap the ends of the mains 
through float traps and change the existing wet return into a 
dry return. This would give better circulation and cut down 
the fuel bills.

I have your letter No, 4811, of December 22m, relative 
to the well at Blue Quills School. I mst state that I received 
your telegram and immediately, I sent to the University of 
Alberta for containers, thinking that the samples required for 
analysis should be examined for bacterial germs. As you want 
only to know about the hardness of water, I will try to send 
today 2 samples in glass containers. 


However, Mir. Gardner-3 mith who was presert at school 
when the 2 wells were built, can tell you about this information 
you require. 


Mr. Fredrickson has built the deep well, this one we 


used till now, 327 feet deep, supplying soft water, 
sufficient quantity for the reed of the school, However, 
state that we were satisfied with this well because we shared 


the water in the differert departments of the house by special 
days.

When Mr. Fredrickson has drilled this well, he has put 
in the bottom 3 feet of gravel to hinder sar and md to rush 
up. Lately, 7 weeks ago he was required to clean the well but 
he drilled these 3 feet of gravel, so that the water was filled 
with sand and md, being nearly black. After 2 other days, he 
was obliged to put back gravel and stone about 10 feet deep, tut 
he stopped the vein of the water in doing so. Finally he removed 
the gravel and stone, and now we have water again, but black as 
at the first time, full of sand and md, Mr. Fredrickson has 
worked here since 7 weeks and his outfit is yet on the spot. 

He suggests that a new well be built, 10 or 20 feet from the 
deep well, but before imposing upon the Department of Indian 


Affairs such expense, I think there is something to be dom to 
save this well we have. 


CANADA 
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I will mggest myself that a new casing 20 ft. long at 
the bottom, be put, as it is possible that the drill has broken 
this casing et the bottom. After this, a very fine screen should 
be placed, to stop the md and sand, ‘ith these, I guess the well 
should be in gooi condition. 


Indian Affairs 
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I think that Mr. Fredrickson is not expert enough in 
this job, and an experienced driller should be required to exame- 
dine the conditiors of the deep well. 


As to the shallow well, 90 feet deep, I must say that 
the water is very hard and even prejudicial to the health of the 
pupils. We have used this well when the deep well did not give 


sufficient quantity of water, and since 7 weeks we were obliged 
to take water from it. 


The casings of the 2 wells have 6 inches in diameter.

considerable trouble . The driller, lir. Frederickson, has spent 
considerable time on this and at present, it is givirg 

fairly satisfactory service but it is difficult to say how 

long this will continue. The Principal informs me that there 
has not been sufficient water to permit of using it for flush- 
ing purposes throughout the school. The water from the shallow 


well which has been used from time to time, is very hard ard 
it is feared that the plumbing and flues in the boilers will 
become damaged eventually from continued use of this.

The septic tank being filled to a depth of 
? feet with unwatered raw sewage which also clogged the 
outlet pipes, Mr.Fetterly found it necessary, during his 


visit of January 13, to engage J.Pigeon of St. Paul, to 
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remove it, as Father Angin would not undertake the 


work with his small staff and no facilities. 


Mr.Pigeon promised definitely to finish the 


work but a letter was received from the Principal on 


January 25th, by which time this office had expected the 


work was completed, to the effect that he only worked 


one day and then abandoned it. The Principal was 


instructed to hire another man whom he mentioned. It is 


too much to expect Hather Angin's staff to do this portion 
of the work.

(a) Later Activities with Well No.3. 
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The driller of Well No.3, Mr.Fredrickson, of 


St.Paul,Alta., was called in by W.E.Gullion, Indian Agent, 


to ascertain the reason for cessation of flow, on Nov.3.

When the well was finished, August 1931, he 


put 3 feet of average gravel in the casing.

which is being sent under separate cover, apparently 
came through the gravel into the casing. The sample 
being sent was gathered in the water and dried for 


transportation. It must have some silt as 2 hours 


are required for settling. It is not sand rock. This 


sand, as will be noticed, is very fine and would go 
through a 100 mesh screen or even finer. A sand point 


“would not stop it. Any screen which would stop it would 


probably clog altogether. This sand is being pumped 


whenever the well is used. 


The cylinder is 87 feet from the bottom of 


the well. ‘he driller removed this sand at the beginning, 


November 3, by agitation with a baler. He then drilled 


through the 3 feet of gravel with an 1800 lb. bit. He then 


placed 10 feet of average gravel and stone into the casing. 


Apparently he stopped the water nearly altogether. However, 


after an interval he again drilled through the 10 feet of 


gravel, his drill becoming stuck twice in the last two feet. 
He finished by dumping in one pail of gravel. The water 
was evidently coming intermittently during these times, 


but the sand was always present in the pumped water, in 


suspension, In manipulating the pump rods and cylinder 


the rods broke. This is the condition of the well at the 


present time. 


One of three things must have happened when 


drilling. Bither the gravel was pulverized, driven below 


the end of the casing, or the lower ten feet or so of the 


casing is broken (6" casing in an 8" hole).

Several solutions were offered, as enumerated 
below. 


The writer returned to Calgary on January 15. 
He has found since that it is exceedingly difficult to 


find anybody that has had experience in this sort of well 


trouble and who has a remedy. After several interviews 


with engineers, wholesale firms and well drillers, he

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found that a Mr.Nelson, Instructor at the Technical 


Institute, had drilled many wells of this nature, in 
Northern Alberta.

Pending receipt of Mr.*#redrickson's 
report, he offered a logical solution. This was afterwards 
corroborated by a former South Dakota driller who lives 
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in Calgary and who has invented a pump for this kind of 
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water trouble in which the leather cup washers are inverted 


and the water forced through a hollow pump rod. 
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The various solutions are as follows: 


Father Angin's Solution 


Purchase a 4 ton block and 40 feet of chain 


to lift out the rods if they break because of sand and to 


pull the cylinder. The accumulated sand could then be 
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taken out by a baler, hand-operated. This could be done 


every 10 or 12 months and would oceupy 5 or 6 days. He 


states that his own staff could do this work. However,it 


would constitute a permanent operation. It would cost 
about $200 for hand-operation, plus the cost of an engine 
which undoubtedly would have to be purchased for permanent 
operation, a total of $600. 


Mr.¥redrickson’s Solution. 


He would sink another well in the immediate 


vicinity of No.3, to the same depth (327 feet) at a cost 
of about $900. 


This is also favoured to some extent by 
Mr.Gullion. 


Mr.¥redrickson does not want to touch the old 
well at all. 


new well may develop the same trouble as 
before. 


A solution considered by Mr.Gullion and thé 


Use No.2 (96" deep) with possibly another of 


the same depth near it and use a Zeolitic Water Softener, 


to soften the water. This water is very hard (86 grains 


per gallon) and a water softener would cost from $1200 to 
$1500 for 4000 gallons per day. 


It would be a sure solutim 
of the difficulty. 


It is to be noted that the capacity of 
No.2 is 2000 gallons per day as far as proved. 


Mr.Nelson's Solution 


Repair No.3 in the following manner:- 


Remove the Cylinder and pipe. Clean out the 


Sand and gravel to the bottom of the casing - 327 feet. 
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Attach sufficient pipe to lower the cylinder to the 


bottom of the well. Pump slowly steadily and incessantly 
for two or three days or more, night and day. The thickness 


of the water vein at 327", possibly consisting of the 


fine sand, is not known. It may be 6" or one foot. The 


pump should never stop. The cylinder should be at the 


bottom to catch all sand as possibly only the finer sand 


is carried up at present by the cylinder 87 feet above 
the bottom. However, this incessant pumping should clear 
a space beneath and around the bottom of the casing and 


also for a distance vein itself. This would then act as 
a reservoir. If enough sand were pumped out it might never 


trouble the well again.

The difficulty of fine sand and silt coming with 
the water and plugging the well has been met with at many 
places in the prairie Provinces, and in other regions. H.E. 
Simpson, State water geologist of North Dakota states in a 
recent report that "it is not an exaggeration to say that 
thousands of holes (in North Dakota) have been abandoned and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars lost through the inability 
of the drillers to secure water in ample amounts from fine 
sand deposits in which the water occurred in abundance. Even 
after wells have been finished and enough water apparently 
secured, the life of other thousands of these wells has 
been brief due to the infiltration of the fine sand, the clog- 
ging of the screens, the filling of the pipes, and the cutting 
out of the valves in the pumps. If the problem of securing 
this water through the proper drilling and finishing of these 
wells can be solved, it will be not only a great financial sav- 
4ng, but also a great material benefit Xo tBe people of the 
state by reason of better water supplies. 
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{he method proposed by Mr. Nelson, namely cleaning 
out of the well ami pumping sand and water sufficiently long 
to clear a space around the bottom of the casing, is the 
one commonly adopted.

It was suggested to the writer verbally, by 
Mr.Christianson, Inspector of Indian Agencies, at a chance 
meeting in Edmonton, on Feb.17th, that a definite 
recommendation regarding the well situation at Blue Quills 
Indian School, St.Paul,Alberta, should be n quickly. 
Mr.Christianson had just returned on that day from St.Paul 
and stated that immediate action was necessary a8 laundry 
work and ablutions were unduly limited. 


Because of this necessity the writer recommends 
that Mir.dielson's plan as indicated in the Report dated 
January 30, page 7, be followed. 


The cylinder should pe placed at the bottom 
of the well No.3 (327 feet) with rods of equivalent length. 
The apparatus should ve sufficiently strong r stand 
weight of water column, back from the fF :

to be done quickly. The ense would not be great. 

The writer hesitates to definitely 
a water softener as yet for Well No.2 because of 
hardness of the water, until he has been abl 
more information. He had an interview with 
Analyst at the Univer y of Alberta, monton, on Jan.18, 
regarding the matter. This official had ane sed all 
the water samples from the well. This well produce 
gallons per day, while the school needs up to 5000

Sir: 


I beg to bring to your attention that I have just re- 
turned from an inspection of the Saddle Lake Agency and while there 
inepected the Blue Quilis School. The Principal naturally brought to 
my attention the difficulty they have been having with the water supply 
and sewerage: The deep well has gone out of commission altogether, and 


even the pump rods are broken, Therefore the well has had to be aban-— 
doned, 
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For the present the school are getting their water from 
the shallow well which only produces about 2000 gallons per day, where 
as 4500 or 5000 gallons are actually required. The water from the 
shallow well is very hard and unfit for laundry use, and the Sisters 
have been melting snow to use for washing. The Department will realize 
how unsatisfactory this is. 
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On my way back to Calgary, I met Mr. Fetterly,(who has 
the situation in hand,)by chance in Edmonton, and asked him to make @ 
definite recommendation as to what should be done about it. A letter 
has been forwarded by him to his Department at Ottawa this morning, 
and the suggestion is that the deep well be cleaned out and the quick- 
sand pumped out, to make a basin in the bottom of the well, have the 
cyllinder lowered, &c. At the present time, in my opinion, this is 
the only solution, and I would ask that I be authorized by wire on 
receipt of this letter, to have it gone ahead with. Then, as Mr. 
Fetterly's office is only a few doors from my own office in this 
building, I shall place the matter in his hands, and direct instruc- 
tions can be given to Mr. Gullion, who can in turn instruct the well 


driller as to what to dog It may also be necessary for Mr. Fetterly 
to make a trip to Saddle Lake, 
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This is going to cost a great deal less money than if 
another well were drilled. I realize that Mr, Fetterly has gone to 
a great deal of trouble in tryingto find ways and means of dealing 
with this situation.

To this day I have not heard officially 
what the Department were doing inthe matter, aw all dealings were 
with the Water Power Branch, and I was not advised of what was tak- 
ing place, However, Mr. Fetterly was good enough to come into my 
office to get whatever information I had, and he pt me posted. 

He did not have to do this, but being in the same building he often 
came to my office and discussed this matter with me.

He was informed of the facts you communicated

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He stated that in the case of one well at Camrose 
he pumped for a day and the water then came clear of mud. 
He concluded that it was all right and left it as 
finished. After another day had elapsed the water became 
muddy again (evidently a cave-in of sand). He again 
started to pump the water and sand and continued for a 
full week, stopping “ from 12 poms to 6 deme » and not 
even then, at times. en he stopped the pump he was caré- 
ful to see that the stroke wae at the top of the cylinder 
go that if it stuck on him he could gently pound it down- 
ward to loosen it. At one such stoppage it happened that 
he only had one-half inch to spare as the plunger was near 


the bottome However, even in these circumstances he was 
able to loosen it. 
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Mr-Fetterly asked him it if would be a good plan 
to raise the cylinder 5 ft. or 10 ft. or 20 ft. He did not 


think this a good plan as this might raise the cylinder 
above the heavier sand. 


His main advice was “pump incessantly"and don't 
leave the well until you are sure it is clean. He stated 
that in one well he pumped over two wagon-loads of sand 
with the water before clearing. It would not do to clear 
the water and then leave it immediately as oa cave-in might 
eocour for a short time. ‘his advice appears to be reasonable

With further reference to the re-habilitation 
of the well at Blue Quills Indian School, I am enclosing 
correspondence relative to our activities regarding this 
very vexing problem, for your perusal and action. 


Pirstly, we have no means of finding a better 
driller than Fredrickson. 


He is the only driller we know 
about in the north country. The only method know to 
this office is to attempt to obtain advice from other 


drillers. Mr.Nelson, Instructor at the Calgary Technical 
School, and who has been quoted before, has given advice 
during the last few days but he can only describe what 

he might do under certain circumstances. If he were on the 
spot he might not be able to fully overcome the difficulties 
we have encountered at this site. It is to be remembered 
that this office has been attempting to direct operations 
between Calgary and an isolated spot 350 miles away. 
Difficulties arise which the operator cannot overcome and 

he then communicates with us for advice. 
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I will now enumerate recent events and mention 
suggestions for the future. 
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We ordered the material as instructed in your 
letter of March 6. mn March 14 we instructed Mr.Gullion, 
Indian Agent, on the method of procedure giving full 
instructions as far as could be anticipated. The material 
arrived in St.Paul on April 13 and was immediately installed 
in the well. On April 20 we received the following 
telegram from Mr.Gullion from St.Paul: 


“Nelson plan proving unsatisfactory stop 
"Consider advisable Mr.¥etterly come." 


As the trip is expensive I wired a night letter as follows:

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Immediately after this had been sent I received 
a letter from Mr.Gullion, a copy of which is enclosed, 
dated April 17. Instead of a night letter I received 
a phone message from Mr.Gullion at 8t.Paul, Mr.¥redrickson 
being also present in St.Paul, in which they stated that 
they could not carry On. Meanwhile Mr.Fetterly again 
consulted Mr.Nelson personally on Friday. Mr.Nelson 
suggested boring 40 feet further below the present 
casing (which is now 327 feet down) and exploding four 
sticks of dynamite 15 feet below the end of the casing 
to form a cavity, giving detailed instructions in 
handling this operation. 
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During the last phone conversation this plan was 
mentioned, but owing to expense, it was not fully 
@iecussed. They, however, had other plane which they 
wished to discuss so I decided to advance Mr, Fetterly's 
departure on his regular hydrometric trip. He is 
consequently proceeding to St.Paul on Monday morning. He 
will interview Messrs.Gullion and Fredrickson and will 
immediately send a report to me at Calgary which I will 
forward to yous 
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I nave caused the letters to be typed_in duplicate 
for your information and that of the Indian Department.

i. Introduction. 
A letter was sent to the Director, dated 
April 22nd 1933, stating that the writer was proceeding 
to St.Paul immediately to make an inspection of difficulties 
which had been mentioned in the wire and telephone 


conversation with Mr.WeE-Gullion, Indian Agent, and Mr. 
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J.E.Fredvickson, driller. These men were interviewed 


on April 26 and 26.

Mr. Vredrickson's Activities. 
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It was ascertained that the new 3" piping, 
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rods and cylinder had been placed in the well, the bottom 
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of the 6" casing being at the 326 foot level. The water 


vein being utilized runs from 325 feet to 327 feet, ieee

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4" thick, with the casing one foot from the bottom of the 
sand vein. A stratum of clay lies under this veine 
Mr.Fredrickson stated that when he started to 
work the first time, ieee about November 1,1932, the 
accumulation of sand in the 6" casing was 40 feet thick. 
He, of course, stopped working about December 25. When he 
began again about April 15,1933, he found 24 feet of sand, 


the accumulation of 3; months. ‘This sand was so dense that 
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he had to drill through it instead of simply paling it 
out. ‘this, of course, all took place in the lower 24 feet 
of the 6“ casing, and occupied about half a day.

Cost Estimate. 

It is estimated that 4 new well, together with 
an underground gallery 20 feet longs extending the present one 
would cost about $1300 or $1400. This would include casing, 
drilling and extension of the basement. The recently 
purchased material would be utilized. 

Addendum. 

The writer has just witnessed the baling of the 
well. ‘the water obtained in the pailer contains at a rough 
estimate about 5% of fine sand and mud. This settles in 10 
minutes to a muddy appearing opaque water with much sediment 
on the bottom of the can. Whe remainder clears fairly well 
in about 2 or 3 hours indicating that clay is present. A sample 
of the sediment was obtained and dried. It is similar to that

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Conclusion, 


A perusal of this report, prepared at the 


School, will convey to the reader all that is known 


by the writer regarding the well situation. Suggestions 


have been made as to possible procedure. It is with a 
great deal of hesitation that one rec ends another 
well as the expense of obtaining water has already been 
great, but it is the only solution to the writer's 
knowledge.

PURPOSE OF REPORT 


This report deals finally with the Water Supply 
at Blue Quills Indian School, St.Paul, Alberta. Letters 
from this office dated May 30, June 5, 14 and 15, and July 
4, the latter containing copies of the chemical analysis, 
were sent the Director fully covering the well situation. 

A final visit was made on July 20 in connection 


with vouchers. 
CONDITION OF WATER SUPPLY 


The well was found to be working properly and 
is producing sufficient water for all purposes. This water 
is rather hard, as shown by the analysis, but the School 
Engineer, in the absence of Father Angin, stated that it 
was “pretty good, although a little hard". A letter from 
the Director, dated July 17, stated that "no funds were 
available at the present time for the installation of a 


water softener and that so long as the water supply remains

Since the erection of the Blue Quills Indian 
Residential School, the Department has had considerable 
aifficulty with the water sw ° This is due to two 
rencons:~ (1) the hardness water, and (2) the clogeing 
of the pipes owing to very fine sand filtering into then. 

The situation became rather acute in December, 1932, and we 
secured the services of the engineers of the Dominion Water 
Power Bureau. Under their supervision, considerable work was 
done during the spring and summer of 19335 and, in a report 
dated August 17th, 1933, Mr. P. A. Petterly, Assistant 
Hydrolic Sngineer, Calgary, wrote as follows:- 


"A final visit wae made on July 20th to the 
Poa Quills Residential bo ap fy. well was 
sufficient water for purposes. 8 water 
is rather hard, as shown by the analysis, mt 
the school engineer, in the absence of Father

I have the honour to report 
on an inspection of the Blue Quills In- 
dian Residential School in the Saddle 
Lake Agency, which I visited on my re- 


cent trip to that Agency. I might say 


that I spent the greater part of a day 


making this inspection, I found there 


were 125 children in residence at that 
time. 
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I am pleased to report that 


conditions at this institution are very 
favourable.

I made a thorough in- 
spection of everything in connection with

The girls do a 
great deal of sewing, fancywork, &c., and 
the handioraft work done by them is sfiendid, 
They make their own dresses, boys'suits, ac. 
and are given all the usual training re-

The Principal brought » 
my attention that with the staff he has 
there he could also arrange to give the 
boys some instruction in blackemi thing 
and carpenter work. They have the shop, 
but not sufficient tools to bring this 
training into force. The Indian fathers 
expressed the desire that the Department 
make arrangements to have their sons get 
some training in blackemithing and carp- 
enter work as it would be so useful to 
them when they ceme back to the reserve. 
I realize the epartment have no funds 
for this purpose at the present time, 
but this is something that should be 
brought into force at every residential 
gohool. As soon as I have time, I shall 
write to the Department on this matter in 
connection with a1] our schools. 

I checked over the children's 
clothing supply and found they were well 
provided for; The girls have five changes 
of dresses; the boys three changes; and 
all have the necessary underwear, socks, &Ce 

It is not necessary for me to 
go into detail regarding the work at this 
institution, as I consider everything is 
going along satisfactorily. I heard no 
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complaints whatever regarding this school 
and I think it 1s being well managed. The 
children are well fed and clothed which is 
quite evident from their appearance. Mr. 
Sutherland, our Acting Superintendent of 
Education visited this institution last 
fall. The enrolment is also very fair 
now: There are very few children of 
school age available and every endeavour 
will be made to recruit them after the 
holidays. T 
The building, of course, is in 

a firet class state of repair, although 
the cement floors are not improving any. 
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Some congoleum rugs were purchased last

I have your 407-11A of the 13th instant, regard- 
ing the condition of the sewage disposal system at the Blue 
Quille Indian Residential School ani enclosing a communication 
which you received from the Provincial Sanitary Engineer, 


who examined thie service and who gives three suggestions to 
remedy present conditions. 
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The Department will approve of you arranging for 
the carrying out of Scheme No. 3, as outlined by the Sanirary 
Engineer, as follows:- 


The blocking up of the weire, doing away with 
the screens and substituting two or three elbows so 
constructed that their long arms would be submerged 
in the liquid below the scum blanket of the septic 
tank. By so doing, the gases formed in the septic 
tank would have greater difficulty getting into the 
pumping chamber, and better air conditions could be 
maint in the latter place. Moreover, I think 
that the invert elevation of that part of the elbow 
leading to the ing chamber should be at least 
eix inches lower that of the present weir. By 
80 doing, the scum blanket would not build up so 
easily ani thereby block up the ventilation of the 
tank proper through the soil pipes of the building. 

I am, of course, assuming tha’ re are no traps 
on the line Leading from the soil pipe to the 

septic tank. 
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The Engineer has not given an estimate of the cost 
of carrying out this scheme, but, if it should not exceed

The Blue Quille Indian Residential School is not 
supplied from our main system, but from a small Diesel engine 
plant in the Town of St.Paul. On account of the costly 
source of power supply our St.Paul system operates at a loss. 
This condition we hope to correct eventually by extending 
our transmission system to supply St.Paul. Any reduction in 
rates in the meantime is apt to increase our losses and may 
force us into an extension of our St. Paul plant, which would 
be money thrown away when our main transmission system is ex- 
tended.

It was not intended to include piping» valves, 
etc. or other connections with the present water system. 
When tenders were offered neither Bell & Morris nor our- 
selves intended to convey this idea. The pipe, valves,¢etc. 
should be considered as extras as they have nothing to do 
with the softener itself. 


The softener ordinarily would be located 
actually between the wall and the pressure tanks, but in 
this case this procedure was impvssible unless a conerete 
pit were constructed contiguous to the tank room anc 
outside of the building.

Mr.Gullion stated that Mr.Desmarais' charges 
for the installation would be $22 as he had to cut through 
a 10" concrete wall to allow ingress and exit for the pipes.

It is evident that the word "complete" conveyed 
an erroneous impression to you which was not intended, a8 
Bell & Morris could not tender on the whole installatiog 
without visiting the School, 350 miles from Calgary. This 
would have raised their tender, making the total cost much 


more than it will now aggregate. 


I might add that while negotiations were pendings 
we viewed a “complete” water softener but unconnected with 
any water system.” This may have been the reason for the 
use of that word.

In using the section of your line A-B as part of 
their transmission line to St. Paul the Canadian Utilities 
raised the voltage to 13,200 volte making it necessary to 
replace the 2200-volt transformers previously installed at the 
School with 13,200-volt transformers. They then installed 
metering equipment on the secondary side of the new trans- 
formers at the School, that is on the 220/110 volt circuits so 
that as now metered you no longer pay for line and transformer 
losses as formerly which should mean an appreciable saving 
to you. 
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In 1930 you paid us $4997.00 to construct the 
line from the town limits to the School together with the sub- 
station structure, transformers and additional distribution 
at the School. Of this total the 2-mile section A-B 
accounted for approximately $2500.00. In our opinion if 
the Canadian Utilities would agree to maintain the line to the

PURPOSE OF REPORT. 


A letter was received from the Controller, Dominion 
Water and Power Bureau, dated January 28th, requesting that an 
officer of the Caleary Office enquire into the transfer of the 
source of electrical energy supply to the above-named school 
from the Calgary Power Company to the Canadian Utilities as far 
as it concerns the Department of Indian Affairs. Pursuant to 
these instructions, the undersigned interviewed the Managing 
Officers of both Companies in order to ascertain the particulars 


of the transaction. 


OBSERVATIONS.

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STUDY OF THE PROBLEM.

(a) Sketch map of the area concerned, (Exhibit 1)

This map shows the locati 
from St. Paul to the School. 
near the west side of the town. 
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all transformer and transmission losses on nearly three 
miles of line. The Calgary Power Company apparently 
maintained the line without charge to the School, as a 
gift. 


(b) Original Contract with Calgary Power Co. (Exhibit 2) 


The original contract stated the terms under which 
the Calgary Power Company provided Hlectrical Bnergy to 
the school, delivering it from their line at the west side 
of the town to the line owned by the Department of indian 
Affairs, The Company was allowed to supply energy to 
private users on this portion. Une private service was 
provided. 


(c) Data regarding Construction and Maintenance. (Exhibit 3) 


This data was provided by the Calgary Power Company. 
They state that the annual cost of maintenance averages 
$20.00 per mile per year, Depreciation is 4% per year, 
The probable life of the poles is 17 years and of the rest, 
25 years. Annual replacement expense if $50.00 per mile 
per year. 


The right of way purchased is in the name of the Calgary 
Power Company. The revenue in 1934 was $1,026.28; in 1935 
it was $1,079.44, 


(ad) Electrical Account for June,1936. (Exhibit 4)" 


This exhibit contains the account rendered for June, 
1956, by Calgary Power Company as a comparison with the 
amount if under Canadian Utilities Comy nye’ The writer has 
examined this exhibit in detail and it is unnecessary to 
comment. The saving under Canadian Utilities Company con- 
tract would be $2.63 for the month, a saving of nearly 34% 
on a light month. 


(e) General Data on Comparative Costs. (Exhibit 5) 


This exhibit contains detailed data on the comparative 
costs, as between the rates of the Calgary Power Company 
and those of the Canadian Utilities Company for the months 
August,1936, to January,1937. It is to be noted that due 
to the method of metering used by the Calgary Power Company, 
all line and transformer losses were charged to the school, 
Under the Canadian Utilities, power is delivered at the 
school without charge. 


Although a study has been made of this data, it is 
unnecessary to detail it here, It will, however, be noted 
that the estimated reduction for the eight months is 
$111.60 or 19% of the whole. ‘This would mean a total sav- 
ing of about $160 for the y 


(f) Rendered Bill of Calgary Power Co. for 1935. (Exhibit 6) 


This consists of the itemized bill rendered by the 
Calgary Power Company for 1935. The total amount is $1074.44, 
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According to data supplied by the Canadian Utilities 
Company, this would have amounted to Slightly over $900, 
because of difference in rates and cessation of trans- 
mission line and transformer losses, 


bz) Maintenance costs of the Canadian Utilities Company. 
(Exhibit 7) 


On the transfer of the property, the Canadian 
Utilities Company immediately rehabilitated rtions of 
the line at a total cost of $280, as shown y Exhibit 7. 
Ordinarily, the Company should be reimbursed for this ex- 
pense. Some of the costs of replacement are also shown 
in this exhibit. ote the nature and cost of replace-~ 
ments already necessary, viz., stubs, lig ning arresters, 
etc.

DISCUSSION

nder of the equipment. One bolt of lightning may require 

placement of one or more transformers at a cost of $580, 
Insulato are broken, or the line may be partially destroyed 
by storms or prairie fires, as has happened elsewhere to 
Calgary Power Lines. Meanwhile, if the Dominion Government 
retain ownership of the line, it will be compelled to maintain 
it at a considerable cost. It is understood that the Calgary 
Power Company did not render any bill for maintenance up to 
the present, but the Canadian Utilities Com any .certainly would 
do so, In addition, if the Canadian Utilities Company do not 
obtain possession, th will build a parallel line on the 
south side of the road and the school or Government would pay 
dearly for maintenance of their line. 
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The financial considerations are as follows:

It is further noted that the saving in rates to the 
school under the new management may possibly reach $160 per 
annum, or a total yearly saving of $410.

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If the Indian Department retain ownership of the 
line, there is no possibility of having the Company assume the 
cost of transmission charges on the 2% miles of line. Also, 
other causes, such as lightning, etc., may cause trouble, 
delay and expense. It might even be necessary to hire a St. 
Paul Electrician to assume maintenance if the Company declined 
to do so, 


All of these troubles would ve C@liminated if the 
Company own the line. If and when the line needs complete 
rehabilitation or renewa » the whole question would have to be 
re-opened. At this future time, the line would have little or 
no salvage value. One cannot formulate any practical reason 
for retention of ownership by the Government, except the 
doubtful one of actual ownership. If it is relinquished, the 
Governnent and School officials will have no worry and will 
lose no time in Supervision, as the power will be delivered 
to the switchboard in the school without extra cost and the 
whole line to the last pole outside of the school, will be 
the responsibility of the Company. 


In consideration of the above reasoning, it would 
appear that the Indian Department would really be in a better 
position permanently if the whole line were owned by the 
Canadian Utilities Company. 


RECOMRENDATIO 


Arter consideration of the above data and discussion, 
I would recommend that the power line under consideration be 
transferred to the Canadian Utilities Company for the nominal 
sum of One Dollar, with the understanding that the Company 
will supply the necessary electrical energy to the school for 
lighting and power at the school Switchboard after passing the 
transformers at the rates Stipulated in their service perma- 
nently. 


Precaution or reservation should be taken or made 
that there would be no cessation of Supply at any time in the 
future. It is suggested that a stipulation might be made that 
if at any time in the future there should be a permanent 
cessation of supply by the Canadian Utilities Company, or if 
the Canadian Utilities Company relinquish ownership of the 
system,that ownership of this portion of the line should re- 
turn to the Government, provided that the Company agrees to 
this reservation, This stipulation would protect the school 
under all conditions,

I beg to transmit herewith, a letter received from 
the Peverend Principal of the Flue Quill‘a Indian Residential 
school in regard to certain requirements for that inatitution. 


You will note that he aske for three sewing machines. 
the matter of the machines was discussed when I wae at the 
achool recently and the Rev.,Principal informed me that the 
machines on hand were not euffieient to meet their present 
requirements, Four No.127-3-2 G.O. sewing machines and one 
31K-15 machine were a1 pplied in 1931 but the three machines 
Nlo.158% are evidently required to take care of the sewing now 
being done. 

In regard to the request for increased pupelage; a 
might state that there are at present, 147 pupils on the roll. 
In order to accomodate the additional pupils now in school, 
it was found necessary to use the bede from the sick wards 
and there ave now no extra beds avaiiaple. There are two or 
three children on the waiting list ana if these could be 
accomodated, the registration would be aoout 150. It woula 
appear therefore that arrangemente for an increased pupelage 
would be necessary. The Fev.,Principal asks that this be 
raised from 140 to 160 or 165, Taking the prospective recruits 
here who will be coming of age, discharge of pupils,etc., 
into consideration, the pupelage couid probably be kept at 
150. If there are any more eligible recruits available on 
the Cold Lake, Keeheewin and Frog Lake reserves in Onion Take 
Agency, no doubt in time, an allowance for an inoreased 
pupelage woula be necessary. 


About two gallons of varnish woula be required to varn- 
ieh the linoleum in the kitchen and refeotory, 


A single row potato planter is also asked for. Dis- 
cussing this with the Rev.,Principal, he stated that owing 
to the necessity of seeding such a large area to potatoes,

Re: Water Subply at Blue Quills Residential School, 
Saddle Lake Agency, referred to on Page 5 = my 
report on this school, dated the Slst, ultimo: 


The water from this drilled, 64-inch casing 
well, which was sunk when the school was built, is very 
hard, and coloured with rust, and is not used for drink- 
ing or cooking. Water for this purpose is hauled ina 
threshermen's tank from a neighbour's well. There is 
quite a history in connection with this well, of which 
the Department no doubt have full particulars. 


File 751-5, part 5) 


When at St. Paul, I interviewed Mr. J. E. 
Frederickson of that town, who says that when he sunk 
the well, he found a small supply of hard water at 97 
feet; at 207 feet he found more water and this was very, 
very hard; at 327 feet he found water in sand: This was 
clear, fairly soft and apparently plentiful. A pump 
was installed, and the caretaker instructed to pump con- 
tinuously for a certain period of time, in order to 
clean out the bottom of the sand and make a reservoir 
or basin: It appears these instructions were not carried 
out properly, i. e., the pumping was not continuous, It 
was some considerable time after the well had been sunk 
before the school was occupied by the staff and pupils, 
and therefore very little, if any pumping was done be- 
fore they moved in. Later, after the school was occupied, 
the water supply became inadequate. 
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An unsuccessful attempt was made to clean the 
well by pumping: The pump cylinder would pack with fine 
sand or silt, which packed so hard that the pump rods 
broke. ‘hese were replaced with heavier ones, but the 
pump cylinder continued to pack with silt and would not 
work at all. The casing was then blown (broken) at the 
207 foot level. This gave a large supply of water, but 
as stated above, it is hard end full of rust. A Duro 
water softener was then installed: I am tolé this did 
not prove satisfactory, as it did not remove the rust, 
which caused the scfeens or discs in the water softener 
to crack. These were changed on several occasions, but 
did not last any length of time. As it is, the softener 
is not being used, and the hard, rusty water goes directly 
into the pressure tank and is used in the heating boilers 
and through the pipes throughout the whole building.

When a tap is opened after being closed for 
a number of hours, the water comes out quite reddish 
at first, then clears somewhat, but always has some 
colour of rust. 


I am afraid this water will damage (corrode) 
the piping in the building; also, it may ruin our 
heating boilers and system. (Ref. Dept. letter No. 
116<1-5 under date of September llth, 1936.) 


I am not in a position to recommend what should 
be done: When at St. Paul I mentioned the matter to Mr. 
Frederickson (mentioned above) who suggests a new 327- 
foot well, and says he believes a good supply of clear, 
fairly soft water can again be obtained at that depth 
if the well is given the proper attention (continual 
pumping) as soon as completed, in order to make a res- 
ervoir or basin at the bottom. 


I have been waiting for the return of Mr. 
P. A. Fetterly of the Dominion Water Power Branch, who 
has been absent for some time, before writing: I saw 
him this A. M. when he stated he would read his files 
and report to their Director at Ottawa.

It was only found possible to inelude an 
amount of $400.00 in our appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1938-39 for repairs and improvements at the Blue 
Quills School. Consequently it will not be possible 
to favourably consider doing all the painting requested 
by the Prinoipal. I would also point out that if the 
total amount available is expensed for painting it will 
not be possible to do any other repair work at the school. 
Our funds next year will be quite limited and the amount 
apagesiansey appropriated for this school cannot be 
exceeded.

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I would, therefore, appreciate if you would 
discuss with the Prinoipal the question of repairs and 
improvements at the Blue Quills School during the fis 
year 1935-39 with a view to definitely deciding if there 
are other expenditures that will be necessary or if the 
total amount available can be expended in painting. In 
connection with the proposed painting I might say that 
the cost could be considerably reduced if the school staff 
were prepared to do the work and only request the Department 
to supply the material.

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I beg to inform you that veing notofied 
that some of the pipes in the boiler room at the 
Blue Quill's Indian Residential school were leaking 
and that as a result, it was impossible to heat the 
building, I proceeded to the school to check the 
situation. I found that owing to corrosion, some 
of the three inch pipes forming part of the heating 
eyetem in the boiler room had started leaking badly 
and it was necessary to have the damage repaired at 
the earliest possible moment in order to supply heat 
to the building. Mr. J.Dubois, of St.Paul, steam 
engineer and fitter, had been called ana repair work 
was starteu immediately, The approximate cost of 
Teplacements and labour is estimated at $125.00. 
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Considerable rust had accumulated in the 
pipes, partioularly around the elbows and unions 
and the metal had been eaten through. Some new pipes 
were necessary. 

This condition is no doubt caused by the 
water whioh is hard aod it is probable that there 
will be sufficient corrosion in other parte of the 
system to cause further trouble later.

Mr. C.P. Schmidt, Inspector of Indian egy for Alberta, 
brought the conditién of the above-named well to the attention of 
Mr. Fetterly and myself. 


As a consequence I have been examining the file. I would 
like to refer you to my several reports on the mtter. These 
begin April 26, 1933, and are at present in the office of the 
Controller of the Water and Power Bureau. 


Briefly this office was instructed in a telegram May 8, 
1933, to consider a new well at a cost of $1300. However, before 
abandoning the old well it was considered advisable to blow the 
old well with dynamite at the 200 feet level. This was done early 
in June 1938 and a sufficient supply of water obtained. ‘This water 
was hard but not too mch so for a water softener, It had no 
colouring matter except a small amount of fine sand. 


Later, in November, 1935, a water softener was purchased 
and installed. 


Still later, in June, 1937, a water softener was dis- 
connected as "rust" had made its appearance in the water. That 
is the condition at present. 


Mr. Fetterly of this staff secured a gallon of the water 
as at present existing and gave it to Bell and Morris, of Calgary, 
from whom the water softener was obtained, to send to the manu- 
facturers of Duro Softener at London, Ontario, to be analysed. 


The result of this analysis is expected daily. Mr. 
Frederickson of St. Paul who drilled the well and performed the 
repairs in a recent interview with Mr. Schmidt stated that when 
he sunk the well he found a small supply of hard water at 97 feet; 
at 207 feet he found more water and this was very, very hard; at 
327 feet he found water in sand. This was clear, fairly soft and

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apparently plentiful. A pump was installed and the caretaker 
inSructed to pump continuously for a certain period of time 

in order to clean out the bottom of the sand and make a reser- 
voir or basin. It appears these instructions were not carried 
out properly, ise., the pumping was not continuous. It was some 
considerable time after the well had been sunk before the school 
was occupied by the staff and pupils, and therefore very little, 
if any pumping was done before they moved in. later, after the 
acheok was occupied, the water supply became inadequate. 


An unsuccessful attempt was made to clean the well b 
pumping. The pump cylinder would pack with fine sand or silt, 
which packed so hard that the pump rods broke. These were 
replaced with heavier ones, but the pump cylinder continued 

to pack with silt and would not work at all. The casing was 

then blown (broken) at the 207 foot level. This gave a large 
supply of water, but as stated above it is hard and full of 

rust. A Duro water softener was then installed. I am told 

this did not prove satisfactory as it did not remove the rust, 
which caused the screens or discs in the water softener to crack. 
These were changed on several occasions but did not last any 
length of time. As it is the softener is not being used and 

the hard rusty water goes directly into the pressure tank and 

is used in the heating boilers and through the pipes throughout 
the whole building. 


It is evident that the "rust" appeared a couple of years 
after the well was "blow." At that time it was doing well. 


At present the school is using the untreated water. 
Bell and Morris state that they have a machine which 
removes rust but we have not yet examined it. On receipt of 
the report on analysis I will communicate with you further.
